Front-page 
foolishness 


HIS IS the level to which San 
Ten politics has fallen on 
Election Day, 1989: 

It’s front-page, lead-story, big-head- 
line news in the Chronicle that a com- 
pany possibly tied to a Sacramento 
developer who might want to build a 
baseball stadium in the state capital 
has given $12,500 to a campaign 
against Proposition P. 

Mayor Agnos has denounced that 
fact in a press conference, calling the 
contribution “‘looting.’’ (That’s right: 
Looting. You see, maybe what the de- 
veloper really wants is to get the 
Giants to move to Sacramento.) 

At the mayor’s request, District At- 
torney Arlo Smith is investigating 
sponsors of the Yes on V/No on P 
campaign, to see whether they were 
guilty of criminal violations of the 
state’s campaign laws when they were 
a couple of days late filing a contribu- 
tion disclosure form. This is also 
front-page news. 

In fact, the whole thing has become 
such a fabulous scandal that the 
Chronicle ran a highly unusual front- 
page editorial today calling the 
notorious No on P/Yes on V flier 
“contemptible, inflammatory and 
highly inaccurate.’’ What’s more, the 
Chron asserted, the money to print 
the flier ‘‘did not come from San 
Francisco sources.’ Wow. 

Here are some things that did not 
make front-page news: 

Spectacor, the out-of-town developer 
that absolutely wants to build a new 
stadium here made contributions worth 
$90,000 to the Yes on P campaign. 

The Yes on P campaign distributed 
fliers this past weekend purporting to 
be a simple collection of slate cards 
from various local groups — all of 
whom endorsed Yes on P. There was 
no indication anywhere on the flier 
that it was paid for by Yes on P. 

An out-of-town landlord named 
Leona Helmsley contributed $57,000 
to the Yes on Q campaign. Part of that 
money no doubt went to pay for those 
“help the homeless’’ posters that are 
without question contemptible, inflam- 
matory and highly inaccurate. 

Naturally, I’m glad to see that the 
local dailies have finally decided that 
big gobs of money from out-of-town 





_ interests are bad for San Francisco 


politics. But the timing of the sudden 
revelation strikes me as just a bit odd. 

Let’s be serious: The Chron, the 
Ex, the mayor and the DA are going 
all-out at the last minute to create a 
climate of hysteria that will convince 
voters to approve a deal even worse 
than the Candlestick swindle. By the 
time you read this, we’ll know 
whether it worked. I hope not. 

Meanwhile, there’s another bit of 
news in this issue that doesn’t seem to 
interest the boosterism-crazed dailies. 
Craig McLaughlin lays out in detail 
the complete failure of the city’s 
disaster response systems after the 
Oct. 17th earthquake. This is serious 
stuff: It may be something for the DA 
to look into, if he can ever pull him- 
self away from harassing poor Kevin 
Starr. It’s certainly an issue for the 
grand jury, and we’re sending the en- 
tire package over to the jury with a re- 
quest that it be investigated.

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EDITORIALS 


While San Francisco burned 


agencies involved in San Francisco’s earth- 

quake-response program prepare their official 
“‘after-action’’ reports on the Oct. 17th quake. But 
the dust has already settled enough to reveal some 
very serious problems. Put simply, if the quake had 
been even a little bit worse — and the city had been 
even a little bit less lucky — we could have lost San 
Francisco. 

Fire officials concede that the Marina fire that 
followed the Oct. 17th quake came very close to 
getting completely out of control. The department 
was unprepared for that one relatively small fire — 
it couldn’t possibly have handled a much bigger 
blaze. If the fire had spread (or if a few other fires 
of equal magnitude had broken out), San Fran- 
cisco would quite possibly have faced a conflagra- 
tion reminiscent of the Great Fire of 1906. 

That’s inexcusable. Communications, mechan- 
ical engineering and firefighting science have come 
a long, long way in the past 83 years. With even a 
token effort at preparing for a natural disaster that 
everyone agrees was (and still is) inevitable, city of- 
ficials could have made sure that the Marina fire 
was just a minor incident. 

Instead, a succession of mayors over the past 15 
years has hacked away at emergency planning and 
disaster preparedness programs. Every time a 
budget crunch hit, budget items like staffing for 
the Office of Emergency Services, equipment 
maintenance for the Fire Department and up- 
grades for communications systems fell to the ax. 

Developers have been allowed to keep building, 
stretching the city budget beyond the breaking 
point. Big corporations have won tax breaks, give- 
aways of public land and lucrative city contracts. 
Never have they been forced to pay their share of 
the costs of running a city that was getting bigger, 
more complicated and more dangerous every day. 

Meanwhile, simple, basic things like earthquake 
safety fell by the wayside. 

As Craig McLaughlin reports on page 15, when 
the quake hit Oct. 17th, the city almost lost all 
police, fire and ambulance communications be- 
cause the generators at the central radio relay sta- 
tion are so old they can no longer be repaired. The 
fireboat Phoenix has not been pulled out of 
the water for an overhaul in 2% years, and 
growth on its hull has slowed its speed by 20 per- 
cent. The obsolete computer used to assign fire 
engines to answer alarms has been unreliable for 
years — and crashed immediately after the quake 
struck. To cite just a few examples. 

The most serious system failure of all — the one 
that almost destroyed the city — was in the high- 
pressure water system designed to supply water to 
firefighters after an earthquake. The system ac- 
tually survived fairly well — there were no leaks in 
the Marina, where the water was badly needed. By 
closing a few valves, perhaps only one, water pres- 
sure could have been restored to the Marina by 
pumping water from the Bay. Pump Station 2 at 
Fort Mason was ready to go — but the order to turn 


i T MAY BE several weeks before the various city 


it on was never issued. 

Why not? Nobody seems to know. But one thing 
is clear: After more than a decade of budget cuts, 
the Fire Department does not have the trained, ex- 
perienced staff it needs on duty at all times to 
handle this sort of emergency. 

Fire Chief Fred Postel (who was in Boston at the 
time the quake hit) assures us that he wiil conduct a 
full investigation into why nobody knew enough — 
or had the presence of mind — to send the emer- 


gency water into the Marina. That’s fine — butit’s | 


just a start. 

The problem goes far beyond Postel’s chain of 
command. It involves at least four mayors, 
numerous supervisors and countless department 
heads and commissioners. It centers around two 
complex and deeply important questions: Why was 
the city so ill-prepared for the Oct. 17th earth- 
quake? And what should be done to make sure that 
we’re not caught by surprise again the next time? 

The civil grand jury ought to put those questions 
at the top of its agenda and conduct a full inquiry 
into the historical and ongoing failures in San 
Francisco’s disaster planning. And since grand 
jury proceedings are secret, the Board of Super- 
visors should also hold complete and\ exhaustive 
public hearings on the subject. 

Among other things, the investigators should ex- 
amine what sort of minimal standards are needed 
to insure the city is prepared for an earthquake, 
and suggest a way to guarantee — perhaps through 
a charter amendment — that those standards are 
never again sacrificed to budget pressures. 

We have some suggestions for what those stan- 
dards should include: At least one front-line and 
one reserve fireboat, adequately staffed and main- 
tained. An Office of Emergency Services with at 
least six staffers. Fully functional generators at all 
fire stations, the Twin Peaks radio repeater and all 
buildings serving the high-pressure system. All 
front-line fire engines replaced every ten years and 
all front-line ladder trucks replaced every 15 years. 
At least one relief vehicle for every three front-line 
fire engines and trucks, properly maintained and 
fully operational. A state-of-the-art communica- 
tions and dispatch service that functions in a major 
emergency. Annual, public reviews of the city’s 
earthquake preparedness. 

These are only minimal requirements, but the 
city should not stop there. It should, for example, 
find a way for the citizenry to contact police, fire 
and rescue units in an emergency. One possible 
solution would be to expand the number of lines 
serving 911. This will all cost money. But we’re 
talking about necessities, not luxuries. When city 
officials are prepared to spend money on down- 
town ballparks, expanded convention centers, tax 
breaks for big business, cut-rate land for luxury 
hotel and condominium developers and an endless 
list of similar things, their failure to cough up a 
relative pittance to save San Francisco from 
another 1906 disaster is more than disgraceful. It’s 
bordering on criminal negligence.

clean machine parts with solvents or do any of 

the thousands of other jobs that involve exposure 
to a wide range of toxic chemicals, California law re- 
quires that your employer tell you what you’re 
handling (or breathing) and how it can hurt you. 

That’s only reasonable — people who work with 
harmful materials have the right to know the risks 
they are taking on the job. 

But if you work in an unreinforced masonry

home or office is earthquake-proof. Some of the 
most detailed records — building plans, for exam- 
ple — aren’t always a matter of public record. 
They’re the property of the building owner. 

In San Francisco, earthquakes are a constant 
threat, and everyone who lives or works in a local 
building has the right to know in as much detail as 
possible how hazardous the structure might be. An 
enlightened state Legislature could grant that pro- 
tection to everyone in California — but we’re not 
going to hold our breath. In the meantime, San 
Francisco ought to adopt a local right-to-know or- 
dinance requiring employers and landlords to in- 
form their workers and tenants about seismic safety. 
If nothing else, it would give big businesses and 
realtors an incentive to put pressure on City Hall 
and force the Department of Public Works, City 
Planning and the Bureau of Building Inspection to 
get their records in order. That would be an earth- 
shaking event of its own.

Third World Health Alliance: 
A new group of Third World 
health care and social service 
professionals carried a coffin 
in the Mission District's tradi- 
tional Dia de los Muertos pro- 
cession Nov. 2nd.

COMMUNITY 
COLLEGE STAFF 
PROTESTS LACK 
OF A CONTRACT 


WHILE TEACHERS are being paid under 
the terms of a contract that expired in 
July, the San Francisco Community Col- 
lege District has been receiving state funds 
for a 4.6 percent faculty salary increase. 

Faculty members will not see that in- 
crease in their paychecks until their union, 
American Federation of Teachers local 
2121, completes negotiations with the dis- 
trict — negotiations that are now stalled 
Over minor issues. 

Frustrated with the pace of what some 
describe as ‘‘non-negotiations,’’ faculty 
representatives voted Oct. 23rd to hold a 
one-hour walkout and rally Nov. 8th. 
District labor negotiator Jeffrey Sloane 
told the Bay Guardian that by holding the 
protest, teachers are ‘“‘ignoring the process 
that the union has bought into.’’ He con- 
firmed that the district has not yet made a 
salary-increase offer, but explained, ‘‘We 
agreed to cover the minor issues first.’ 

Meanwhile, according to Local 2121 
member Dennis Piontkowski, ‘‘We are the 
lowest-paid community college faculty in 
the Bay Area.’’ Low salaries, he said, 
“‘will have an impact on the quality of the 
students’ education. They do not make the 
district attractive to qualified teachers.”’ 

Starting salaries at SFCC are $25,480 
for full-time and $9,301 to $13,502 for 
part-time faculty, Piontkowski said. The 
extensive use of part-timers is another of 
the union’s grievances. Although a recent 
state law mandated community colleges to 
reduce their proportion of part-time faculty, 
the SFCC has not yet moved to comply. 

Administrators were said to be angry 
when they learned about the planned job 
action: Representatives canceled a sched- 
uled Nov. 7th negotiating session and, in 
an Oct. 27th letter, Sloan demanded that 
the union cancel the walkout, adding, 
“While the right of faculty members to 
engage in a lawful expression of Free 
Speech is unquestioned, your decision to 
resort to a partial work stoppage at this 
time and under these circumstances is, in 
my view, unlawful, irresponsible and 
counter-productive.’’ He also said 
teachers who participate in the walkout 
would be ‘‘subjecting themselves to 
potential discipline.’’ 

Union local president Chris Hanzo said, 
however, the union was not worried about 
retaliation: ‘‘We don’t have a no-strike 
clause in our contract,’’ he pointed out. 

Turnout for the Nov. 8th protest, said 
faculty member Edith Welling, will not 
necessarily reflect the extent of faculty 
discontent. ‘‘Although anger is widespread, 
not all the teachers will participate,”’ she 
predicted. ‘‘Some are afraid. But the 
rumibles of anger began months ago, sur- 
prisingly among the most conservative 
teachers and non-union members.’’ 

Chris Shaffer, another community col- 
lege teacher, said the faculty is angry, not 
only about the district’s offers, but about 
its decision-making process, which shuts 
out the faculty. “‘The budget is always in 
place before teachers’ salaries are 
negotiated,’’ he explained. ‘‘We should be 
involved in the process.”’ 

At the Oct. 30th meeting of the Com- 
munity College Board, when vice president 





Tim Wolfred said there would be no fur- 
ther tinkering with the budget, faculty 
union president Mike Hurlbert com- 
mented, ‘‘I hope that is a slip of the 
tongue. There’d better be some money.’”

SON OF THE 
PHOENIX: THE 
FIREBOAT THAT 
NEVER WAS 


THE FIREBOAT that saved the Marina 
— and quite possibly all of San Francisco 
— Oct. 17th was scheduled for semi- 
retirement more than a decade ago, when 
San Francisco voters approved a bond 
measure to purchase a new fireboat. 

But Andy Casper, then chief of the Fire 
Department, told the Bay Guardian that 
the Mayor’s Office and the Department of 
Public Works delayed issuing the bonds 
until inflation made it impossible to 
purchase a new boat with the money that 
had been allocated. 

In November 1977, voters approved 
by almost 2-to-1 Proposition B, a $6 
million ‘‘fire protection improvement’’ 
bond measure, which included funds for 
a new fireboat. 

“The object was to have a newer, faster 
fireboat that was fully functional,’’ Casper 
said, ‘‘and keep the other fireboat in 
reserve for things like earthquakes.”’ 

Fireboats have a clear role in combating 
fires on wharfs, piers, ships and boats and 
could become increasingly important as 
the city continues to develop the water- 
front. They are also an essential part of 
the high-pressure water system the city is 
counting on to prevent a repeat of the fire 
that followed the 1906 earthquake. The 
boats are designed to hook up to water- 
front manifolds and pump seawater into 
that system. 

The Oct. 17th fire made the importance 
of the Phoenix unquestionable. A reserve 
fireboat might have been just as critical 
if another major fire had broken out 
near the South of Market waterfront, or 
in any of the areas served by the high- 
pressure system. 

Before putting Prop. B on the ballot, 
Casper said, ‘“We did a lot of research on 
fireboats. The best ones were being built in 
Holland and they were going for around 
$600,000 to $800,000.’’ Casper said U.S. 
firms could also build suitable boats for 
around the same price — the $1.2 million 
figure provided a safety margin, he said. 

But after the voters approved the boat, 
Casper had trouble getting the city treasurer 
and DPW to issue the bonds and purchase 
it. Soon, thanks to the high inflation rate of 
that period, the $1.2 million was no longer 
enough to purchase a fireboat. 

‘‘We did everything we possibly could to 
keep it moving,”’ Casper said. ‘‘But we 
were stymied every step of the way.” 
Eventually, some of the money was used 
to pay for $800,000 in improvements to the 
Phoenix. 

During the 1980s, Casper and the 
chiefs that followed him fought con- 
stantly just to keep the Phoenix. Casper 
said the Port, which operated the boat, did 
not want to keep picking up the tab. 
Mayor Dianne Feinstein’s budget analyst 
opposed keeping the boat, he said, and at

one point the Board of Supervisors cut its 
funding. ‘“We went to the mat every year. 
to save the fireboat,’’ he said. 

Eventually a deal was struck: The Port 
would only have to pay for a captain, a 
pilot and an engineer, but no firefighters. 
“The only way we could offset that was to 
have an engine company that would go 
with the fireboat,’’ Casper said. ‘‘But if 
there was a fire several blocks inland, then 
the engine company would have to go to 
the fire.”” 

In fact, the engine company assigned to 
the Phoenix, Engine 35, responded to a 
medical call right after last month’s 
earthquake, thus delaying the boat’s 
arrival at the Marina. 

Fire Commissioner Sharon Bretz told 
the Bay Guardian the commission would 
be reconsidering fireboat staffing follow- 
ing the earthquake. She noted that it costs 
roughly $450,000 a year to staff a fireboat. 

She also said that shortly after the 
quake, the city had accepted a $300,000 
gift from an anonymous donor to 
purchase a used fireboat that previously 
belonged to the city of Vancouver, British 
Columbia. 

However, Dennis Kennedy, a marine 
engineer on the Phoenix, told the 
Bay Guardian getting the new boat was 
“like getting a dog without dog food. 

**We’d love to have the boat,’’ he said. 
‘*We just hope they take care of it once we 
get it.” 

He noted that the Port has been 
unwilling to fund the Phoenix’s 
annual overhauls. Since the boat com- 
pleted its $800,000 major overhaul in 1987, 
he said, it has not been out of the water 
for maintenance. 

The boat has lost 20 percent of its effi- 
ciency because of the drag and weight 
from growth on the hull, he said. He also 
said the zinc that prevents the hull from 
being electrolyzed in the salt water has 
shrunk by 50 percent and needs to be 
replaced. ‘‘Once you’re down below 50 
percent, the salt water starts eating away at 
the hull,’’ he said. 

He said city agencies should stop squab- 
bling over the fireboats and make a deci- 
sion on whether they are willing to commit 
to maintaining and staffing the boats ade- 
quately. ‘“‘The bottom line is we have to be 
able to go one way or the other,”’ he said.

BERKELEY-UC 
PACT LEAVES 
QUESTIONS ON 
PEOPLE’S PARK 


AMID MUCH POMP and circum- 
stance, University of California at Berkeley 
Chancellor Ira Michael Heyman and 
Berkeley Mayor Loni Hancock signed a 
memorandum of accord on Oct. 30th, a 
“blueprint’’ for solving most of the con- 
tentious issues that have strained town- 
gown relations for decades. But despite 
rhetoric about the historic and precedent- 
setting nature of the agreement, some 
Berkeley residents, particularly the home- 
less and those affected by the ar- 
rangements for People’s Park, are less 
than thrilled. 

The memorandum, a vague policy- 


direction outline, is a non-binding agree- 
ment between the chancelior and the 
mayor. To become binding, it must be ap- 
proved by their respective legislative 
bodies, the UC Board of Regents and the 
Berkeley City Council. Residents respond- 
ing to the initial agreement expressed many 
concerns about details yet to be worked 
out, but some also pointed to serious con- 
flicts that may not be easily resolved. 

In the memorandum, the university 
made a number of historic concessions: It 
agreed to pay something toward fire and 
sewer services, which it has previously 
received free because of its constitutionally 
tax-exempt status. It also agreed to with- 
draw from attempts at developing the Berke- 
ley Inn for student housing, to reduce 
slightly the student population, to work 
with the city and consider its zoning con- 
cerns when doing new construction, to 
select contractors who will use the city’s 
First Source Hiring Program and to work 
with the city to reduce traffic and parking 
problems by encouraging the use of mass tran- 
sit. In return, the city will help university con- 
tractors navigate the city’s permit process, 
for all the building envisioned in the univer- 
sity’s Long Range Development Plan. 

But the headline-grabbing clause was the 
university’s agreement to give up its plan 
to build dormitories on People’s Park and 
to allow the park to remain open space. 
The university will retain a portion of the 
park for “‘informal recreational use (e.g. 
volleyball and basketball)’”’ and will lease the 
remaining portion to the city for five years, 
with an option for renewal at $1 a year. 

The details — which portion will be 
controlled by the university and which by 
the city, where the sports courts will be 
placed — are yet to be decided and are 
cause for concern, but with a 20-year 
history of conflict over the parcel, 
residents predict that this partition of the 
park will not solve the problems. 

“Tt leaves a kind of Lebanon situation. 
Which territory is whose?’”’ Art Goldberg, 
a 20-year Berkeley activist, told the 
Bay Guardian. ‘‘It’s setting up for 
failure.’’ Goldberg added that he would 
like to see the mayor go back and make 
another attempt to get the university to 
lease the entire park to the city. 

But Mayor Hancock downplayed the 
importance of the park’s division. ‘‘It’s 
not going to be divided with fences or any- 
thing,’’ she said. ‘‘It’s just going to bea 
big piece of open space, but they’re going 
to maintain some of it and we’re going to 
maintain some of it.”’ 

Hancock bristled at the suggestion she 
should have held out for all of the park in 
negotiations. “‘If you’re seriously asking me 
why I didn’t get every single thing I went to 
the bargaining table with, I can only tell 
you that isn’t the way the world works. I 
feel we fought hard and we got something 
that is a significant step forward.” 

Another concern is how the park will be 
managed. Over the years, community 
members have set up a People’s Park 
Council, a looseknit organization that has 
maintained and landscaped the park — 
and fought with the University over 
desired improvements. This council has 
long worked with a concept of “‘user 
development:’’ that community members 
involved with the park should decide what 
will be done on the site. 

The new memorandum of agreement 
calls for the city’s portion of the park to 
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parapets and support struc- 
tures. During the repairs, most 
activities will go on as usual. 
The Mayor's Office of Com- 
munity Development has ap- 
proved $24,000 in earthquake 
recovery money, but fund- 
raising coordinator Holly 
Fincke said community sup- 
port is essential.

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be ‘developed and maintained by the city 
as a park subject to the restrictions that 
are applicable to other city parks.’’ But 
Hancock also said at the press conference 
unveiling the agreement that she looks to 


an unimplemented 1985 plan for managing 


the park that defines a complex user- 
development organization, very different 
from the usual Parks and Recreation 
Commission operations, as a model for 
future use. 

Longtime park activist and park council 
member Lisa Stephens told the Bay 
Guardian that People’s Park will never be 


like any other city park and that community 


involvement is essential to the success of 
any plan for it. ‘‘This agreement is not 


going to work if people involved in the park 


are not involved in carrying it out,’’ she 


said, adding that this extends to the univer- 
sity’s portion of the park too, especially the 


decision of where the sports courts will be 
placed and how they are built. 

Another controversial part of the 
memorandum is the section dealing with 
the fate of the People’s Cafe, a trailer 
modified into a restaurant, in which the 


Catholic Worker, a Christian social service or- 


ganization, serves breakfast and coffee to 


Berkeley’s homeless. The agreement calls for 
the cafe, presently situated in the park, to be 


moved to a university-owned site just across 
Telegraph Avenue that will be leased to the 
city and then subleased to the cafe. 


Cafe Director John Cooper told the Bay 


Guardian he had agreed to move in July, 
but now the university is insisting he 

operate only from 7 am to 5 pm. Cooper 
said he had planned to have a night drop- 


in cafe open until 10 pm for the homeless, a 


place they could stay off the streets while 
waiting for the shelters to open, but the 
university would not budge. Cooper insisted 
there is no way he will go along with the 
limited hours. 

Homeless activists have also criticized 
the plans for a new multiservice homeless 
facility, to be built and administered by 


the city and partially funded by a $250,000 
university contribution. The plan is to 
locate the facility on a parcel of university- 
owned land in the industrial southwest 
corner of Berkeley, two and a half miles 
from the southside services for the home- 
less, like the Emergency Food Project, the 
People’s Cafe and the Free Clinic. 

Homeless activist Bob Sparks predicted 
the facility won’t be used much because 
it’s just too far to expect the homeless to 
walk to, and suggested ulterior motives 
behind selecting the location. ‘‘Both the 
city and the university want to move the 
homeless population from southside, get 
them out of sight and out of people’s 
minds,”’ he said. ‘‘If they really wanted to 
accommodate the needs of the southside 
homeless population they would be look- 
ing at a facility in southside.”’ 

Despite the criticism, Hancock is en- 
thusiastic about the new facility. “‘It’s 
closer than Harrison St. [the shelter now 
being used]. And it happens to be the site 
the university owns that’s big enough,’’ 
she responded. ‘‘I have no doubt people 
will want to stay in it once it’s built. I feel 
it’s very exciting to have a chance to build 
housing for the homeless from the ground 
up and not always be rehabilitating a ware- 
house or church basement.”’ 

At presstime the Berkeley City Council 
is scheduled to vote on the memorandum 
at its Nov. 7th meeting. There is little 
doubt Hancock will be able to rally her 
forces to win this one, and with most of the 
criticism of the agreement coming from her 
left, she may well pick up votes from the 
conservative councilmembers as well. 

Chancellor Heyman, on the other hand, 
will have a tougher time selling the package 
to the UC Regents. Heyman would not 
comment on the prospects for approval, 
simply saying it “‘will be very interesting.’’ 

Even if both sides approve the agree- 
ment, there are so many details yet to be 
worked out that it’s impossible to predict 
its actual effect. Much is yet to be deter- 
mined in future negotiations.

DISASTER 
OF THE WEEK 


On Monday, Nov. 6th, 

San Francisco Supervisors 
Wendy Nelder, Jim Gonzalez 
and Angela Alioto submitted 
emergency legislation that 
would allow the city to approve 
building permits for 
reconstruction of earthquake- 
damaged properties without 
any public hearings. 

The legislation would effec- 
tively remove the Planning 
Commission and the Board of 
Permit Appeals from the build- 
ing-permit review process 

Instead, a committee con- 
sisting of the director of public 
works, the fire marshal, the city 
architect, the zoning ad- 
ministrator and the deputy 
mayor for housing and neigh- 
borhoods would make final and 
binding decisions on what build- 
ing permits would be approved 

The ordinance would allow 
Zoning Administrator Robert 
Passmore to expedite the per- 
mit process, and it specifically 
precludes the Planning Com- 
mission or the Board of Permit 
Appeals from cutting the 
number of units Passmore 
might approve. The Planning 
Commission and the Board of 
Permit Appeals meet in 
public and often hold public 
hearings on building permits, 
thus allowing public review of 
the issues. 

The new five-person building 
permit committee would not be 
required to hold its delibera- 
tions in public, nor would it be 
committed to hold any sort of 
public hearings — at least not 
as the legislation is written 
now. The result could be an ad 
hoc committee that would not 
have to adhere to any of the 
state's open-meeting laws 

The Nelder-sponsored legis- 
lation was largely the work of 
Joe O'Donohue of the 
Residential Builders Associa- 
tion and Alice Barkley, a 
lawyer and former ‘deputy city 


attorney who often represents ~ 


developers. O'Donohue con- 
firmed that he and Barkley 
were involved in the formation 
of the legislation. 

The legislation was con- 
tinued for one week Nov. 6th, 
so that the Planning Commis- 
sion could review it and return 
it to the board with recommen- 
dations. The continuance was 
at the request of the City 
Attorney's Office, which 
disputed the emergency 
nature of the situation. 

Nelder objected to the contin- 
uance, asserting that there 

is, in fact, an emergency. If 
the City Attorney's Office 
agrees with Nelder, the legisla- 
tion itself could be passed 
without public hearing. 

The legislation seems to be 
the latest example of the ex- 
ploitation of the post-earth- 
quake chaos now enveloping 
the housing market in San 
Francisco. And it would set a 
terrible precedent: The Plan- 
ning Commission is far from 
perfect, but at least it’s a 
forum for public comment and 
occassionally a brake on 
developers’ insanity. The 
notion of removing the 
commission's oversight on 
planning issues is a clear and 
present disaster.

Smoot exhibits public records 


CITY ATTORNEY Louise Renne’s office 
released an official opinion to the San 
Francisco Police Commission last week 
stating that any exhibits presented to the 
commission during an open disciplinary 
hearing are public records. 

The opinion came after the Bay Guardian 
asked to inspect and copy the records. 

The issue came to the fore after at- 
torneys for four officers involved in an 
open disciplinary hearing requested that 
the records, including the Office of Citizen 
Complaints file on the case, be sealed. 

The four officers are charged with 
improperly investigating the homicide of 
George Smoot, a gay man killed in 1987. 

The officers’ attorneys requested that 
the exhibits in the case be sealed under the 
terms of section 832.7 of the state Penal 
Code, which provides peace officers with 
confidentiality rights. But since the of- 
ficers opted for an open and public 
disciplinary hearing, the city attorney 
opined, they had waived all confidentiality 
requirements under that section and 
therefore section 6250 of the Government 
Code — the California Public Records Act 
— took precedence. 

Under the act, all records presented to a 
legislative body like the Police Commis- 
sion in open session are public records. 

The records are open for inspection at 
the Police Commission’s office on the fifth 
floor of the Hall of Justice. 


Agnos: Curious response 
IN THE WAKE of the Oct. 6th police 
sweep of the Castro, Mayor Art Agnos 
sent an open letter to the gay community 
that smelled — no, reeked — of political 
opportunism, in the midst of a very close 
vote for the mayor’s pet project, the 
downtown stadium. 

Agnos’s undated letter came in response 
to the Police Department’s sweep of the 
central Castro District, during which 
members of the public complained openly 
and repeatedly of anti-gay ephithets from 
police officers. Agnos acknowledged the 
slurs in his letter, noting, ‘‘There is never 
any excuse for any police officer to call 
anyone a ‘faggot’ or ‘dyke’ and I regard 
that as seriously as I do misuse of a*baton 
or other police equipment.”’ 

Agnos goes on in the letter to state that 
he wants ‘‘all OCC findings to go directly 
to the Police Commission.”’ 

That is an astounding departure from 
Agnos’s earlier position. During the 
Dolores Huerta investigation, Agnos stood 
firmly behind the city attorney and Police 
Chief Frank Jordan, who declared that no 
charges could be filed against the officer 
captured on KRON-TV videotape striking 
Huerta. Jordan threatened to resign if he 
was overturned in his decision not to pros- 
ecute Officer Francis Achim — the officer 
identified on the tape — and the Police 
Commission, along with the mayor, did 
their damndest to let the issue die. Their 
main defense — that the chief can decline 
to bring OCC charges to the commission if 
he so chooses — was based on a city at- 
torney’s opinion saying that a member 
of the Police Department is the only person 
who can bring charges against an officer. 
That opinion stated in no uncertain terms 
that charges cannot be brought directly to 
the commission by the OCC. 

Deputy City Attorney Buck Delventhal 
told me he was not aware of the mayor’s 
more recent letter and that his office ‘‘has 
not resolved the matter.’” 

It will be interesting to see how this 


situation resolves itself. Will Agnos defy a 
standing city attorney’s opinion — thereby 
allowing the original OCC charges filed 
against Achim to be brought directly to 
the commission? Or will he backtrack on 
his letter — and say that he cannot follow 
through on his promise to see the Castro 
sweep complaints go directly to the 
commission? 

Stay tuned. 


Chron/Ex twin endorsements 


IT COMES AS no surprise to longtime 
Chron/Ex watchers that the two papers’ 
endorsements for the Nov. 7th 

election were almost identical. 

Of the 22 ballot propositions, the two 
papers agreed on 20.They both endorsed 
Louise Renne for city attorney and Mary 
Callanan for treasurer. The two papers’ 
agreement on 22 of 24 matters works out 
to a 91.6 percent agreement rate. 

The two areas of disagreement were 
propositions D and E, the supervisors’ pay 
raise and retirement benefit adjustments 
for police and firefighters. The Chronicle 
said no to both, the Examiner yes. 

Neither is among the most important 
issues on the ballot this fall. 

The weekly press was much more adven- 
turous. For example, both the San Fran- 
cisco Independent and the Bay Area 
Reporter came out strongly in opposition 
to Proposition P, the downtown ballpark 
initiative. The BAR called the intiative a 
“*scam’’ and a ‘‘white elephant.” 

The Independent, meanwhile, urged 
voters not to vote for Renne, leaving that 
space in the ballot blank. 

Both dailies gave wild support for the 
downtown ballpark, allowing their 
columnists and sportswriters to 
disseminate all sorts of misinformation on 
the proposal. The lone exceptions: the 
Ex’s Warren Hinckle, who repeatedly 
blasted the plan in his column, and Kevin 
Starr, who attacked it in an Image 
magazine piece. Why was Hinckle allowed 
to blast away week after week with both 
guns while the rest of the Examiner staff 
was doing so much to push the proposal? 
Who knows — maybe someone at the 
Examiner felt the two papers were sound- 
ing just a little too similar. 


Renne elects self 


WE HAVE always deplored uncontested 
races for public office, and this year’s 
election includes two — for city attorney 
and city treasurer. 

The lack of serious challengers to 
elected officials inhibits debate of public 
issues and allows incumbents to retain 
their seats with no real scrutiny. 

Another strange angle of this situation is 
that the officials — voting for themselves 
— can in effect re-elect themselves to of- 
fice. Both City Attorney Louise Renne and 
Treasurer Mary Callanan need only one 
vote to retain their respective offices. As- 
suming they will vote for themselves, all of 
the other ballots cast will be superfluous. 

A similar situation occurred in the 1987 
district attorney’s race, when incumbent 
Arlo Smith ran unchallenged. Asked by 
Bay Guardian City Editor Tim Redmond 

if he would vote for himself, Smith said, 
“*T will, and so will my wife.’’ 
Sounds like a landslide to me.

Press ignores Colombia’s other war

OR MONTHS the U.S. press has been full of stories 
Pes: the violence of Colombia’s drug cartels: 
“Colombia violence a way of life: 40 murders daily in 
drug-torn nation’’ (San Francisco Examiner, 8/27/1989). 
“Colombians Brace for Drug War’’ (Christian Science 
Monitor, 8/28/89). ‘‘Violent Colombia: Toll Rises amid 
Drug Wars, Rebel Massacres”’ (Los Angeles Times, 9/9/88). 
But in covering that very real, very tragic story, the U.S. 
press has consistently ignored Colombia’s other war: the 
campaign by the military, using shadowy death squads and 
often in alliance with the drug cartels themselves, to ex- 
terminate the Colombian left. 

It would be hard to tell by reading the papers here that 
anything is happening in Colombia except for drug-related 
violence. But in September, Amnesty International issued a 
brief charging that death squads, tolerated and often 
directed by the official Colombian security forces, are carry- 
ing out a policy of extermination against suspected “‘subver- 
sives,’’ from more than 950 members of the leftist Patriotic Union 
party to indigenous leaders and human-rights activists. 
Three thousand political killings took place in Colombia 
during the first two months of this year, giving that country 
the worst human-rights record in the Western Hemisphere. 

Although the Colombian government itself is implicated 
in the violence, the U.S. news media generally accept un- 
critically that government’s explanations of events like the 
August 1987 murder of Dr. Hector Abad Gomez, head of a 
Medellin-based human rights group. 

The government not only announced that Dr. Abad had 
been killed by the drug cartels, it paid Sawyer/Miller, a New 
York-based public relations firm, $2 million to persuade U.S. 
citizens to accept this interpretation. A full-page ad run last 
year in major dailies (New York Times, Washington Post, 
Wall Street Journal) showed Dr. Abad’s name engraved ona 
Vietnam Veteran-style memorial to the ‘‘fallen heroes’’ in 
the war against drugs. 

A week after Dr. Abad’s murder, Newsweek (8/30/87) 
ran a photo of his body with the caption, ‘‘A Colombian 
human rights activist murdered by the cartel.”’ 

What Newsweek didn’t mention, and what the Sawyer/ 
Miller ad didn’t show, was that no one knows exactly who 
killed Dr. Abad. At least not officially. Two years later, the 
investigation into his murder is suspended — no suspects, 
no arrests. 

“In the United States, they think our only problem is co- 
caine,” wrote Dr. Abad’s son, Hector, after his father’s death. 
“(The Newsweek photo] was of the body of my father, with us 
around him. There was no mention of his case, just the cap- 
tion. The famous cartel in truth are barbarous assassins. But 
in Colombia....the mafioso aren’t the only ones who 
kill.’” The evidence in Dr. Abad’s case points to a death 
squad with ties to the Colombian military. A few days before 
his murder, Dr. Abad’s name appeared on a death list with 
this description: ‘‘President of the Antioquia Human Rights 
Committee. Medical Auxiliary to the guerrillas. False 
democrat, dangerous for the popular sympathy he attracts in 
his candidacy for the mayor’s office of Medellin.””

When a death squad led by Col. Alejandro Londono 


Tamayo, Commander of the Bombona battalion, commit- 
ted a massacre last November, this is how the Los Angeles 
Times (11/13/88) described it: “Colombian guerrillas, firing 
on anything that moved, killed 42 civilians and wounded 57 
in an attack on the northern mining town of Segovia, military 


authorities said. It was an indiscriminate attack on the popu- 
lation, whatever its age or sex. . .. They were just intent on 
sowing blood, terror.” 

Compare that to Amnesty International’s account of the 
same incident: ‘‘Fifteen heavily armed men... opened fire 
on people in the streets. Grenades were thrown into bars and 
the church and one group of assailants went from house to 
house searching for the political opposition and union 
leaders. A bus was intercepted close to the military battalion 
‘Bombona,’ based just outside the town, and several pas- 
sengers were killed. The regular garrisons of police and 
military stood by while the gunmen moved freely through the 
town for over anhour. . . Not only [did] the armed forces fail 
to intervene, but army and police personnel, including the 
battalion commander, directly participated in the prepara- 
tion of the massacre. Forty-three people, including three 
children, were killed.’’ 

“The new trend in human rights violations in Colombia is 
the mass killing of civilians,’’ says Amnesty International. In 
blazers and polo shirts, Italian loafers and Army-issue 
pistols, men prowl the night streets with military precision, 
checking names off lists. Colombia’s newest death squad? 
MAG, Death to Streetchildren, responsible for 20 murders 
last summer and dedicated to keeping the patria free of filth. 


HE PRESS here does include some realistic pictures of 

the Colombian dynamic, like Merrill Collet’s insightful 

article in The Nation. While noting that an on-again, 
off-again alliance has existed between leftist guerrillas and 
drug cartels, Collett showed that it is an uneasy and often ex- 
plosive relationship. 

“Tt can be said with certainty that what endangers the Col- 
ombian constitution is not the narco-guerrilla, but the 
‘triangle of terror’ [ranchers, the military, and military- 
narco death squads] that first took shape in the Middle 
Magdalena,”’ Collett concluded. 

But most current press reports about Colombia emphasize 
drug wars. One result is that it has become politically safe for 
our government to resume military aid to Colombia. Last 
July, the U.S. Export-Import Bank approved a $200 million 
loan to Colombia for helicopters, radar equipment, guns and 
mortars, under a provision of the 1988 Anti Drug Abuse Act 
that allows military aid to combat drugs. 

This is in addition to the $65 million in antiquated Vietnam 
war materiel sent after the killing of Colombia’s Senator 
Carlos Luis Galan by drug cartels last August. Although the 
equipment is considered worthless in the drug war, it was an 
unexpected boon to the military’s Operation Jupiter, which, 
in the words of the mayor of Arauquito in northeast Colom- 
bia, was an ‘‘indiscriminate bombing attack’’ intended to 
terrorize the civilian population. 

Only ten years ago, the Carter administration had cut off 
such aid because of the Colombian military’s poor human- 
rights record. This time, however, although an evaluation of 
human-rights violations is technically part of the law, the 
State Department concluded that such violations did not ex- 
ist in Colombia — although it conceded that there is nothing 

to prevent the military from using the equipment in its counter- 
insurgency war. 

The investigation of the murder of Dr. Abad turned up no 
clues, no suspects. 

The two men who replaced Dr. Abad on the human rights 
committee were murdered, one by one. Unknown gunmen, 
point blank range. Now there is no human rights committee 
in Medellin. a

We almost lost 
~ San Francisco 


Budget cuts by a succession of mayors left San Francisco grossly unprepared 
for the Oct. 17th earthquake. A system-by-system review 
of the failures shows that most problems could have been avoided

HE NIGHT of Oct. 17th was 

filled with acts of heroism, 

but one of the most impor- 

tant heroes has so far re- 

ceived no media attention. 
He is Jim Goebels, a San Francisco De- 
partment of Electricity engineer, who, in 
the hours after the earthquake, single- 
handedly kept the the city’s main police, 
fire and ambulance communication 
systems from shutting down. 

Goebels nursed the two ancient gen- 
erators that provide emergency power 
to the radio repeating station on Twin 
Peaks, keeping the overworked 
machines from overheating. Without 
his efforts, police cruisers would have 
been unable to call or receive orders 
from headquarters. Ambulances 
would have been unable to connect 
with their dispatchers. And the fire- 
fighters in the Marina would have had 
to use a less-effective backup system to 
summon the fireboat Phoenix to pump 
the water that may have saved the city 
from massive devastation. 

Both generators were so old that 
mechanics could no longer obtain spare 
parts, and both had problems with 
their water pumps. Goebels turned up 
the cutoff temperature on the first 
machine, keeping it running as long as 
he could. The he opened the doors at 
the Twin Peaks Radio Station so that 
the 84 degree heat wouldn’t kill the 
backup generator, which was perilous- 
ly close to overheating. 

Goebels’ experience typifies San 
Francisco’s response to the not-so- 
great quake of 1989. The city fared as 
well as it did only because of individual 
acts of dedication and a whole lot of 
luck, not because its leaders were prop- 
erly prepared for such an event. 

In fact, a Bay Guardian investigation 
has found that the city was grossly un- 
derprepared for a major quake. Al- 
though the Oct. 17th temblor was a mere 


fraction of the strength of the 1906 
quake, just about every major system 
put in place to respond to such a disas- 
ter failed or, like the generators at Twin 
Peaks, almost failed. 

An examination of the city’s re- 
sponse to the disaster — system by sys- 
tem, device by device, department by 
department — shows how fortunate 
San Francisco was that this wasn’t 
“The Big One.’’ The infrastructure 
needed to respond to a major quake has 
been so seriously neglected for so long 
that it would be impossible for the city 
to cope adequately with an 8.0 magni- 
tude or greater earthquake. 

Among the key failures: 

@ The city has a high-pressure water 
system, designed specifically to provide 
emergency water to firefighters after an 
earthquake. With the turn of a single 
valve and the flip of a single switch, it 
apparently could have provided 
copious water to the Marina — but 
nobody issued the order to start the 
system (see accompanying story). 

™@ The emergency communications 
systems designed to inform the public, 
to let citizens report crimes and fires 
and call for medical help and to connect 
the police, fire, medical and civilian 
authorities during a disaster virtually 
all collapsed. The fire-alarm dispatch 
system crashed. The 911 emergency 
phone lines were jammed. The emer- 
gency broadcast system never really 
worked. And the police, fire and am- 
bulance radios were flying on the pro- 
verbial wing and prayer. 

& The Office of Emergency Services, 
which is supposed to oversee disaster 
planning and coordinate the agencies in- 
volved in disaster response, has been 
decimated by budget cuts under a suc- 
cession of mayors spanning more than 
15 years. Some 20 years ago, when it 
was primarily a civil defense agency, 
OES had as many as 25 staff people. By 
the time Dianne Feinstein left office, 
that number was down to six. Art 


Agnos cut it to two. 

™ The Fire Department as a whole 
also suffered devastating cuts, many 
in the areas of staffing, back-up 
equipment and maintenance that 
become critical during an emergency 
like an earthquake. 

Much of this whittling away occurred 
during the Feinstein administration. 
Feinstein, who took office in 1978, was 
the first mayor to contend with the full 
impact of Proposition 13, the 1977 in- 
itiative that slashed property tax 
revenues. As her deputy mayor for pub- 
lic safety, Hadley Roff, told the Bay 
Guardian, she also had to contend with 
the Gann Limit on spending, cuts in 
federal aid and the cost of AIDS care. 

But like most budget-cutters, when 
she and her budget analysts needed 
money, they often looked to con- 
tingency funds set aside for disasters, 
maintenance and the replacement of 
aging equipment. 

“Tt’s the old syndrome,”’ said Dan 
Nicholas, disaster coordinator for 
Sonoma County and a former em- 
ployee of the San Francisco Office of 
Emergency Services. ‘“‘When money 
gets tight, the first thing you cut back 
on is maintenance — and it always comes 
back to haunt you.”’ 

Like Feinstein, Agnos needed money. 
Like Feinstein, he was willing to gamble 
on the city’s earthquake preparedness. 
As one knowledgeable insider told the 
Bay Guardian, ‘“‘They all thought it 
wouldn’t happen on their shifts.’” 


HE MOST grievious failure 

Oct. 17th was probably the 

high-pressure water system, 

which proved almost useless 

in the Marina.

AN FRANCISCO came 

close to losing a huge section 

of the city Oct. 17th, when 

fire engulfed an entire block 

in the Marina and threatened 
to spread. ‘It was rolling,’’ firefighter 
Bob Mielke told the Associated Press. 
“Tt was going to take off on the whole 
area.”’ 

According to conventional wisdom, 
the hero of the blaze was the fireboat 
Phoenix, which arrived just in time to 
pump Bay water onto the fire — and 
the culprit was the high-pressure water 
system, which failed in the Marina. 

But conventional wisdom is wrong. 

It’s true that the Phoenix saved the 
day. ‘‘Do you know what would have 
happened without the fireboat?”’ asked 
Fire Commissioner Henry Berman. 
“There would have been no confining 
that fire.”’ 

It’s not true, however, that the high- 
pressure system, or Auxiliary Water 
Supply System, failed in the Marina. 
Instead, Fire Department officials, for 
reasons that are not yet clear, failed to 
use the system to do what it was 
designed to do — provide emergency 
water supplies to firefighters after an 
earthquake. 

In fact, a Bay Guardian investigation 
suggests that a pump station at Fort 
Mason could have supplied water to the 
Marina in minutes. But nobody issued 
the order to turn on the pump. 

The AWSS is divided into two zones 
— a lower zone fed by the Jones Street 
Tank and an upper zone fed by the 
Ashbury Tank. Both tanks can draw on 
reserves from Twin Peaks Reservoir, 
and the lower zone can draw on the up- 
per zone. Salt water can be pumped into 
the system through two pump stations 
or through several sets of manifolds that 
can connect to a fireboat. 

Following the Oct. 17th earthquake, 
the lower zone lost pressure in all areas, 
including the Marina. But the ten 
breaks in the system that caused the 
pressure drop all occurred South of 
Market, according to James Lynch, 
assistant fire chief for support services. 

The AWSS is designed to isolate 
areas where breaks occur. According to 
the city’s Water Supplies Manual, by 
opening and ciosing valves scattered 
throughout the system, firefighters 
should have been able to isolate breaks 
and pump water into critical areas. 

A single valve should have been 
able to isolate the system of pipes in the 
Marina, Fire Department maps in- 
dicate. And once the valve was closed, 
Pump Station 2 could have sent close to 
300 pounds of pressure into the area 
within a few minutes. The pump was 
fully operational, but the operator was 
never ordered to turn it on. 

Why that order was never issued is 
still a matter of discussion within the 
Fire Department. Chief Fred Postel 
told the Bay Guardian it is too early to 
tell whether department officials erred 
in not turning on the pump. “‘The con- 
sensus in the department is that the 
pump station should have been 
brought in sooner,”’ he said. 

Postel noted, however, that ‘‘for 
someone in that system to have made a 
decision to turn on the pump station 
before they knew what the impact 


would be might have been a bum deci- 
sion.’ If the high-pressure pipes had 
ruptured in the Marina as well as South 
of Market, turning on the pump 
might have done more harm than 
good, he said. And firefighters could 
not have known immediately that there 
were no leaks in the Marina. 

He said the department did eventually 
respond with the Phoenix, which is es- 
sentially a floating pump station. 
“There’s so much redundancy built into 
our system, it would bea mistake to look 
at the AWSS in isolation,” he said. 

Postel also cautioned against criticiz- 
ing the firefighters in hindsight. “‘All 
our firefighters were heroes,”’ he said. 

But he stopped short of saying 
whether not restoring the AWSS in the 
Marina was a conscious decision or an 
act of omission. ‘‘Our analysis isn’t 
complete at this time,’’ he said. He 
added that there would be a thorough 
investigation. “‘I can assure you there 
will be no cover-up,”’ he said. 

According to Postel, the decision on 
whether to activate the pump station 
was up to “‘the person with the most in- 
formation,’’ but he added he didn’t 


_know yet who that would have been. 


Postel was in Boston at the time of 
the quake, and Deputy Chief Michael 
Ferrell was directing operations from 
the Central Fire Alarm Station at 1003 
Turk, which also serves as the 
Emergency Operations Center. 

Ferrell declined to discuss the situa- 
tion with the Bay Guardian, saying he 
would only talk to a reporter in a meet- 
ing with the chief present. Department 
personnel were not able to schedule 
that meeting before press time. 

The fire official who has the most 
familiarity with the system, Assistant 
Chief Frank Blackburn, was off duty 
but, according to several accounts, 
reported for duty and worked on con- 
trolling the leaks South of Market. 
Blackburn did not return Bay Guard- 
ian telephone calls. 

The superintendent of the Bureau of 
Engineering and Water Supply, 
Andrew Nielsen, was at SFFD head- 
quarters at 260 Golden Gate and went 
to the Ashbury Tank after head- 
quarters lost power, Postel said. Like 
Pump Station 2, the Ashbury Tank had 
no radio. Nielsen also said he could not 
discuss the events of Oct. 17th without 
Postel present. 

Postel said the water supply system 
foreman was called in from his home in 
Pacifica and worked on shutting down 
the South of Market leaks. ‘‘At the 
time they shut down the breaks in that 
area,’’ he said, ‘‘they were unaware of 
the fire in the Marina.”’ 

Sorting out who, if anyone, should 
have isolated the Marina high-pressure 
system and ordered Pump 2 turned on 
— and whether that person acted prop- 
erly, made a reasonable error or was 
grossly negligent — will require a 
thorough investigation. But it is clear 
that there are problems with the readi- 
ness of the AWSS. 

The AWSS system, as envisioned in 
1908 by city engineer Marsden 
Manson, requires an extensive staff to 
operate the complicated system of 
pumps and valves. That staffing has 
since been cut way back.

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the Chronicle and other news outlets, 
but several other communications 
systems failed as well. 

For example, when many city resi- 
dents tried to call 911 after the earth- 
quake, they received a busy signal. The 
911 system was designed to free phone 
company operators from handling 
emergency calls. It was never intended to 
function in an emergency — and there is 
no other system to take its place. 

The 911 system uses ‘‘dedicated’’ 
trunk lines to funnel emergency calls 
from neighborhood exchanges, or 
“end offices,’ through a hub office to 
the Hall of Justice. There can be as few 
as two lines from the end office to the 
hub. The Marina, for example, is 
served by an end office that shares a 
building with two others. Those three 
offices serve 109,000 telephone 
numbers, but have only 18 trunks for 
911 calls. 

From the hub to the Hall of Justice, 
there are only 15 lines. And once inside, 
there is a limit to the number of calls the 
operators can handle. According to 
Lieutenant Edward Fortner, 911 oper- 
ators handled 408 calls between 5 pm 
and 6 pm on Oct. 17th, as opposed to 
the more typical 100 calls during the 
previous hour. ‘‘I think it’s fair to say it 
overloaded,’’ Fortner said. 

He added that the switch that trans- 
fers 911 fire calls to the Fire Depart- 
ment was damaged during the quake, 
forcing 911 operators to rely on a direct 
phone line to speak to the Fire Depart- 
ment. ‘‘They were so busy,”’ he said, 
“that frequently our direct lines went 
unanswered. All their resources were 
almost instantly deployed.”’ 

With 911 overloaded and com- 
munication between the police and fire 
departments on the fritz, the Street 
Telegraph System, which was first built 
in 1875. and reconstructed after the 1906 
quake, became the primary way for 
citizens to contact the Fire Depart- 
ment. The system is triggered by pulling 
alarm boxes along city streets, sending 
a coded signal to a teletype at the Cen- 
tral Fire Alarm Station. 

Because the alarm boxes are driven 
by springs and the system is battery- 
powered, it continued to function dur- 
ing the earthquake. According to Andy 
Casper, fire chief under Feinstein, her 
administration’s budget analysts tried 
to ax the system. ‘We convinced 
Mayor Feinstein without too much em- 
phasis that the street boxes were ab- 
solutely necessary,’’ he said. 

What the overloaded Central Fire 
Alarm did with the teletype messages, 
however, is another story. Normally, 
engine companies are assigned by com- 
puter, but the DEC computer that 
handles that task is roughly 16 years old 
and obsolete. For the past few years, 
according to James Lynch, assistant 
chief for support services, the com- 
puter has crashed frequently when 
overloaded — and it crashed almost 
immediately once the temblor struck. 

Dispatchers ended up using an anti- 
quated 1940s-era card system called 
“the tubs”’ to identify the location of 
alarms and assign units. A department 
chaplain, Father John Greene, used a 
pegboard to keep track of assignments. 

Fire Commissioner Sharon Bretz 
told the Bay Guardian that no com- 
puter could have handled the flood of 
calls into the Central Fire Alarm 
System. A reliable and less-antiquated 
machine, however, might at least have 
been able to track engine companies in 
the field. 


S A RESULT of annual 
budget cuts, the Fire Depart- 
ment was also understaffed 
and underequipped to deal 

with an earthquake. 
Firefighters do a lot more than fight 
fires. They also respond to medical 


emergencies and in times of earthquakes 
they can be called on to do everything 
from rescuing victims from fallen 
buildings to running hoses to provide 
drinking water. 

Historical records show the city had 
585 firefighters in 1905 and that 535 
firefighters were available to fight the 
1906 fire. In those days, firefighters 
lived near the stations and got one day 
off a month. 

In recent years, the number of fire- 
fighters on duty each shift has been 
dropping slowly in the face of budget 
pressures. In 1973-74, the daily staf- 
fing strength was 409. By 1989 it had 
dropped to 315, and that figure 
dropped to 296 firefighters per shift 
on Aug. Ist, when ladder-truck crews 
were cut from six to five firefighters. 

According to Bretz, roughly 400 
off-duty firefighters reported for 
work after the Oct. 17th quake, bring- 
ing the total number available to 
roughly 700, 165 more than in 1906. 
San Francisco, however, has grown 


from 400,000 people in 1906 to nearly 


700,000 today. It has also grown in size 
as parts of the Bay have been filled in 
and new areas have been developed. 
There were fewer firefighters per capita 
working the night of Oct. 17th than 
there were in 1906. 

The on-duty firefighters might have 
been augmented by the Fire Auxiliary 
Reserve, which has an authorized 
strength of 600 people, but its ranks 
have dropped to about 30 members in 
the face of official neglect and opposi- 
tion from union leaders, who argue 
that volunteers threaten the jobs of 
professional firefighters who can re- 
spond more quickly to fires. 

The number of engine companies 
has also dropped — from 48 in the early 
1970s to 41 today. There has also been a 
significant drop in the number of re- 
serve vehicles, needed to transport per- 
sonnel during disasters. 

According to the Fire Department’s 
1987-88 annual report, ‘‘[T]he Fire 
Department’s strength in relief engines 
and aerial trucks is insufficient. To 
maintain the apparatus fleet so that 
companies remain available for fire 
and other emergency response, a min- 
imum ratio of one relief vehicle for 
every three front-line units. . .must be 
available and ready for service.”’ 

Instead, the department currently 
maintains approximately one relief 
vehicle for every four front-line vehicles, 
and according to Lynch, relief vehicles 
are sometimes stripped of parts to keep 
the front-line equipment running. 

“‘None of the relief trucks are suffi- 
ciently safe to be used as aerial 
ladders,’’ Jim Ferguson, president of 
Firefighters Local 798, told the Bay 
Guardian. 

Even some front-line pieces are not 
fully functional. Ferguson said at one 
point this year six of the 18 ladder 
trucks failed safety tests. ‘“The equip- 
ment is not in shape to adequately de- 
fend against an earthquake like we had 
the other night,’’ he said. 

The shortage of equipment during 


the earthquake was so severe that fire- _ 


fighters pulled two pieces out of the 
museum — a 1937 foam truck and an 
1961 engine that had once been pow- 
ered by a jet engine — according to 
Chief Postel’s report to the Fire Com- 
mission Oct 24th. 


ERGUSON SAID the worst 
cuts have come during the past 
ten to 15 years. “‘If there was a 
funding crunch in the city, they 
would reduce from the Fire De- 
partment apparatus and equipment 
fund,’’ he said. ‘‘When it came down 
to the purchase of new equipment, they 
would defer it time and time again.”’ 
During most of that time, Dianne 
Feinstein was mayor. Casper said 
Feinstein was generally supportive of 
the Fire Department, but her budget 
analysts ‘‘didn’t hold the Fire Depart- 
ment in high enough regard.”’ 
Feinstein, he said, did what most 


chief executives would have done in her 
place. ‘‘If you have to make a choice,” 
he said, “‘you’re likely to choose life 
safety, rather than back-up fire pro- 
tection, because back-up fire protec- 
tion is only needed during earthquakes 
and disasters.’’ ; 

According to Bretz, funding for the 
department has improved under 
Agnos. The mayor, she said, has 
agreed to aschedule for leasing replace- 
ments for the city’s aging fleet and 
before the earthquake the commission 
had been planning to spend $10 million 
to replace the dispatch computer. 

Agnos, however, also cut the num- 
ber of on-duty firefighters and slashed 
the Office of Emergency Services 
staff. Several insiders told the Bay 
Guardian the staff was cut to free up 
money for deputy mayor positions, a 
charge denied by Agnos Press 
Secretary Eileen Maloney. 

Maloney told the Bay Guardian the 
move was designed to make OES a part 
of the Fire Department, where it would 
be more effective. But Nicholas said 
OES was probably too understaffed 
and underfunded to continue many of 
its earlier programs. 

Former SFFD Chief Andy Casper 
told the Bay Guardian, ‘‘I don’t think 
the OES can function with a staff of 
two in a city the size of San Francisco, 
based on the i act that an earthquake is 
bound to happen.” 

Bretz said she thinks the city per- 
formed very well in the earthquake, 
despite staffing and equipment prob- 
lems. ‘‘We had a disaster and we did 
respond in a very dramatic way,’’ she 
said. ‘‘Our response on Oct. 17th was 
absolutely phenomenal.” 

She said, ‘‘What we need is to gen- 
erate a new division called Disaster 
Division, and add new firefighters to 
that division.” 

She also said she has a shopping list 
for the Fire Department that includes 
generators for the fire stations, hose 
tenders, more radios and even flash- 
lights. ‘‘Everyone of our 1,500 person- 
nel should have a flashlight —:with ex- 
tra batteries and extra lights.’’ 

But the city will need more than that. 
It will need comprehensive planning 
and a commitment from city officials 
to fund the equipment and preparation 
that will be needed when the Big One 
strikes. After all, if the relatively small 
quake that struck Oct. 17th nearly 
burned parts of the city’to the ground, 
what damage could the Big One wreak? 

Jim Goebels understood that Oct. 
17th was not the ultimate test when he 
modestly refused to pose for a Bay 
Guardian photographer. “‘I think this 
whole thing’s been blown out of pro- 
portion,”’ he said. ‘‘Wait till the shit 
really hits the fan — that’s when things 
arereally going to be put to thetest.”’ 


Water 
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The Ashbury and Twin Peaks sta- 
tions, which were once staffed around 
the clock, are now automated. But 
since no generators have been installed 
as yet, the valves could not be operated 
when the electricity failed, Postel said. 

Pump Station 2 was also staffed 24 
hours a day until a few years ago. Now, 
the engineer at the station typically goes 
off duty at 4pm, Lynch said. According 
to one fire department source, the 
engineer stayed late Oct. 17th because he 
lent his car to his son, and was seren- 
dipitously at the pump house at 5:03 pm. 

The staff of plumbers, or ‘‘hydrant 
gatemen,’’ that could operate the 
valves has also been cut. Lynch said 
their authorized strength is 12 people, 
but the department now employs only 
nine or ten “‘because of budget cuts.’’ 
Some of them live out of town and had 
to ‘‘come to the city, go to their shops 
and pick up the valve units [trucks]’’ 
before reporting to where they were 
needed, he said. B

Checking your 
~ Seismic Safety 


Where to turn for information about how your home 
and workplace might fare during an earthquake

VEN IF the buildings where 


you live and work have been in- 
spected and OK’d following 
the quake, you may well have 
questions about their safety, 
especially when another, bigger quake 
occurs. Of course, nothing can replace a 
full-scale inspection, and if you own the 
building or buildings in question, you 
can have one done. But if you’re a wor-

ried renter or employee, there are still 
some things you can do to get an idea of 
the chances for survival of the buildings 
you spend most of your time in. 

The ground a building sits on, the way 
it was constructed and the types of alter- 
ations made all have an effect on how 
safe it will be. Some information on each 
of these factors is available to everyone, 
though it’s not always easy to get. 

To find out how safe the areas you 
live and work in are, maps are a good 








place to start. The map on this page 
shows the areas of San Francisco that 
were worst hit in the 1906 quake — 
areas that correspond remarkably to 
the ones that suffered damage this time 
around, and that were, for the most 
part, built on landfill. The map also 
shows the city’s landfill areas, like 
the original shoreline and the old 
creeks and lakes that were covered 
over as the city was built up. Buildings 
built on bedrock are the safest. 


If you want to find out the type of 
soil your building or buildings sit on, 
the United States Geological Survey 
has a map that gives that information 
for the Bay Area, from Berkeley to 
Morgan Hill. The Survey is currently 
out of maps, due to the high number of 
recent requests, but should be able to 
mail you one in three weeks. Send $4.50 
plus $1 for shipping to: USGS/ESIC, 
Mail Stop 532, 345 Middlefield Rd., 
Menlo Park, CA 94025. Please indicate 
that you want map number MF709. If 
you’d like to see a copy of the map right 
away, the USGS office at 555 Battery in 
San Francisco has a file copy you can 
view in the office (hours are Mon.-Fri., 
8:30 am-4 pm). 

If you want to find out about the 
construction of your buildings, the best 
place to go is the building plans. These 
show such details of construction as 
how the building is anchored and what 
steps may have been taken to reinforce 
it at the time of construction (of course, 
if your building was earthquake-rein- 
forced after construction, the plans 
won’t show it). Building plans are the

property of the building’s owner, but 
copies of the plans for many build- 
ings are available for public viewing 
at the Department of Public Works in 
your city. E 

You can also have copies made fro: 
city records of all permits issued for your 
building’s construction and alterations. 
The information can prove interesting 
but it’s somewhat limited. When we re- 
quested all permits for the Guardian 
Building, we found out that it was built 
on solid ground (as opposed to fill) in 
1908, and learned a limited amount 
about construction materials and altera- 
tions, The fact that it was reinforced for 
earthquakes at the time it was built was 
not recorded, however, and the actual 
plans for the building told us more about 
anchoring and reinforcement. 

If you want to obtain permit infor- 
mation or plans for buildings in San Fran- 
cisco, you should go to the Central Permit 
Bureau of the Department of Public 
Works’ Bureau of Building Inspection 
at 450 McAllister, room 104, 
558-6080. Hours are Mon.-Fri., 8 
am-4:45 pm. The permits and plans 
are on microfilm; permits cover all new 
construction and building modifica- 
tions from 1907 on. To have permit 
copies made, you’ll have to leave a $5 
deposit when you make your request; 
copies cost 65 cents per page. The re- 
quest takes three days to fill, and you 
have to trek back down there to pick it 
up. Viewing building plans costs 30 
cents per page, with a $2.70 minimum; 
you must call for an appointment. 

If you want permits or plans for Oak- 
land, you’re going to have to wait: There’s 
no access to the records in City Hall right 
now, due to earthquake damage. The 
Office of Public Works is operating at a 
different address and can be reached at 
273-3846, but information regarding 
the reopening of access to City Hall 
departments and records will be an- 
nounced in the newspaper. 

In Berkeley, permits and plans are 
available through the office of Building 
Permits and Inspection in City Hall, 2180 
Milvia, 644-6946. Hours are Mon., Wed. 
and Fri., 10 am-2 pm. The cost is 25 cents 
per page for permit copies, and requests 
are usually filled within 24 hours. 

If you’re concerned about the seismic 
safety of the places you live and work 
in, you shouldn’t miss the Explora- 
torium’s earthquake program going on 
this weekend. There’s a special exhibit, 
complete with explainers, that includes 
maps of the Bay Area’s earthquake 
faults, historical marsh areas around 
the Bay, a geologic map that rates 
neighborhoods for seismic safety street 
by street and ones showing all the big 
quakes of the last 50 years. 

In addition, structural engineer Ruth 
Gordon will discuss ‘‘Structures in 
Earthquakes: Home, Office and 
Street’’ on both Saturday and Sunday 
at 1:30 pm. Gordon, a specialist in 
earthquake preparedness, worked with 
the Office of State Architecture for 18 
years, and will talk about her conclu- 
sions from structural inspections made 
after this quake and others. 

A lot of other earthquake-related 
programs and demonstrations are go- 
ing on this weekend; call for more in- 
formation. Admisssion is $5; $2.50/se- 
niors; $1/ages 6-17; free under age 6 (ad- 
mission price includes a six-month 
pass). The Exploratorium is open 
Wed., 10 am-9:30 pm; Thurs.-Sun., 10 
am-5 pm. 3601 Lyon, SF, 563-7337.

With the success of Oakland’s MC Hammer and Too Short, 
Bay Area rappers are taking the music industry by storm. 








But they’ve done it without media recognition — and you still 
rarely hear them on the radio

OUNG BAY Area rappers 
like MC Sirgeo, Chill ‘‘E”’ 
B, Paris, APG Crew, Digital 
Underground, Premo and 
Red, Black and Green have 
the talent and ambition to make it bigin 
the music world. But unlike other types 
of popular musicians, these young rap- 
pers can’t count on making their start 
on the airwaves. They must take an al- 
ternate route to success — selling tapes 
out of the trunks of their cars, having 
their songs played on community 
radio, establishing their own produc- 











tion companies — with very little sup- 
port from local radio or other media. 
Rap is the biggest thing in music to- 
day — period. Rap albums are going 
gold in a matter of weeks, grossing in 
the millions, and rap concert tours are 
selling out huge, multi-thousand-seat 
venues. And now, after years with the 
streets of New York as a backdrop, the 
beaches and bridges of the West Coast 
are showing up in the lyrics and videos 
of rap’s biggest hits. ‘‘The West Coast 
is definitely dominating,’’ says Cara 
Lewis, rap agent for the William Morris 


Agency, which represents rappers like 
Kool Moe Dee, Ice T and MC Lyte. 

California rap is making big money 
as well: NWA’s notorious album 
Straight Outta Compton has sold more 
than a million copies, even though it 
was banned by most commercial radio 
stations because of its explicit themes 
of violence. 

Music industry sources consider 
Oakland the fourth-largest rap mar- 
ket, behind New York, Washing- 


ton, D.C. and Los Angeles. But the Bay 
Area still doesn’t have a predominantly 
rap radio station, as does L.A., and local 
commercial stations, even those targeted 
primarily at black audiences, play less 
than ten hours of pure (back-to-back) rap 
programming per week. 

Despite the little commercial radio 
airplay and virtually no massmedia 
acknowledgement, Bay Arearap artists 
have risen to the forefront of the rap in- 
dustry. Oakland rapper MC Hammer’s 
album Le?’s Get it Started has been on 
Billboard’s black charts for 54 weeks, 
on the pop charts for 49 and has gone 
platinum. Eighteen months ago, how- 
ever, when every car rolling through 
Oakland had his song ‘‘Ring ’"Em”’ 
thumping out of its stereo, it was nearly 
impossible to hear it on the radio. 

Too Short’s Born Too Mack had ab- 
solutely no commercial radio airtime, a 
fact that one of his co-managers, 
Lionel Bea, says was due to the profane 
lyrics. Despite that, the album sold 
300,000 copies. His most recent album, 
Life is... Too Short, has been cer- 
tified gold and has been on the charts 
for over nine months. 

Lee Hildebrand, a music eritie and 
associate editor at the East Bay Ex- 
press, says that part of the lack of 
media acceptance lies in the fact that 
many adults find rap strange, even 
repulsive. ‘“There is little melody,” he 
says, “‘in a sense it’s not musi¢ . . . it’s 
poetry to rhythm — a whole new form 
of mass entertainment.’’ The skeleton 
of a rap is made up of a bass line and 
lyrics. The bass line is created with the 
use of keyboards, drum machine, 
drums or almost anything, depending 
on the creativity of the group, The MC 
is usually the main rapper and the DJ is 
the person who creates a scratching 
sound by moving a record back and 
forth under the needle, which can be 
done without damaging the record. The 
MC is usually the lyricist, but not al- 
ways. The crew, or posse, is made up of 
dancers, background vocalists, posers, 
bodyguards, cousins, friends, managers 
and whoever else travels with the group.

HE BAY Area’s two big- 
gest rap artists have carved 
out completely dissimilar 
images for themselves 
locally and nationally. Too 
Short is the hometown hero who never 
left the hometown, despite his excessive 
profanity and derogatory commentaries 
on women and sex. ‘‘My rap is Oak- 
land talking. All the things I say in my 
raps, maybe I didn’t exactly do them, 
but people come up to me and say, 
“You should rap about this or that, like, 
for example, having sex so hard the bed 
broke,’ and I do it. Some people in 
Oakland want to say that the govern- 
ment killed Huey Newton, so I'll prob- 
ably rap about that, too.”” 

MC Hammer has had a local follow- 
ing ever since he was the dancing bat 
boy for the Oakland A’s in the ’70s. He 
is teased these days about hav- 
ing ‘‘gone Hollywood”’ and is some- 
times accused of not properly acknow- 
ledging those who helped him on his 
road fo a million-dollar-plus contract 
with Capitol records. 

SoulBeat Television (KSBT Cable 
Channel 37), an all-black, black-owned 
video/entertainment station that aired 
Hammer’s first, amateurish dance 
video ‘‘Let’s Get It Started,’’ has sus- 
pended all airplay of any of Hammer’s 
videos. Local rappers contend that the 
management at Sou!Beat is miffed that 
Hammer debuted his recent “‘Pump It 
Up’”’ video on the nationally aired 
Black Entertainment Television out of 
Washington, D.C. According to 
Dolores Thompson, SoulBeat’s music 
director, the situation is “due to a per- 
sonal conflict with the owner — no fur- 
ther comment.” 

The new school of Bay Area rappers 
(see profiles) were in junior high and 
high school when Too Short was hawk- 
ing his homemade tapes at Brookdale 
Park and Hammer was honing his 
dancing skills at Silks, a now-defunct 
dance club in Emeryville. They’ve seen 
firsthand that although overnight suc- 
cess is a myth, hitting the big time 
through hard work and perseverance is 
a very real possibility. “People have al- 
ready heard what New York has to 
say,’’ says Greg Jacobs, Digital Under- 
ground’s Shock G. *‘The world is ready 
to hear from the Bay Area.”’ 

But despite the huge success of MC 
Hammer and Too Short, the Bay 
Area’s younger rappers are experienc-

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ing an identical lack of press and com- 
mercial radio support. 

It’s not just a local problem. People 
in the rap industry complain that there 
is simply not enough rap in rotation na- 
tionwide. They complain that the ab- 
sence of rap music on black radio sta- 
tions is one more indication of how 
black radio is losing its vernacular. 
‘White radio consultants are coming 
in and homogenizing black radio, 
there are too many white artists on the 
black charts,”’ says local rapper Paris. 

Other Bay Area rappers complain 
that local stations, even those with the 
largest black audiences, are not open to 
new rap artists, hometown or otherwise. 
“‘Tt’s all too corporate — the PDs don’t 
trust their ears, all they trust are 
numbers,’”’ says Money B of Digital 
Underground. 

Bernie Moody, operations manager 
at KSOL, which is owned by United 
Broadcasting, responds, ‘‘We’re in a 
business. We’re in business to make 
money just like they [rappers] are and 
there are times when their goals do not 
coincide with ours. It’s that simple.’’ 

KSOL does have ‘‘9:00 BEAT,”’ an 
hour-long all-rap show that airs 9 to 10 
pm, Monday through Saturday. ‘‘The 
‘9:00 BEAT’ was not a sales move, it 
was a programming move,’’ says 
Moody. “‘It was a response to our 
listeners.’’ He adds that KSOL does in- 
deed meet the needs of the Bay Area 
black community.

ments. ‘‘We’ve paid plenty of dues.”’ 
MC Ant has been rapping since he was 
13 years old. At 14, he produced a tape, 
“Feel the Bass,”’ and it became a major 
underground East Bay hit. ‘‘We used 
to do everything to get known,”’ says 
Terry T. ‘‘We used to stand in front of 
T’s Wauzi Records in the Eastmont 
Mall and just rap.’’ After two under- 
ground hits, ‘‘Jealous’’ and ‘‘2,000 
Rhymes,’’ MC Ant came to the atten- 
tion of Travis Tatum and his fledgling 
Rawdog Records. ‘‘They backed us up 
all the way and we started being able to 
do the things we really wanted to do 
musically,’’ Terry T explains. 

The three of them, all still under 20, 
kick back in their chairs like old men 
and recall the ‘‘good old days of rap,”’ 
when ‘“‘it took talent and originality to 
make it. Now,’’ says MC Ant, “‘it takes 
money and politics.’ He says that they 
have the underrated key to success: ver- 
satility. ‘In our show, we’ll go all the 
way from a mellow ballad rap, to aslow 
hard gangster jam, to hardcore hip-hop 
to an irresistible dance rap. Audiences 
love it. Our show is hyped up — 
straight energy.” 

The three of them play off each other 
well in concert, as they do in person. 
Terry T is the talker, Ant Banks sits 
quietly, speaking when spoken to, and 
MC Ant is right in the middle, listening 
and periodically commenting, ‘“‘speak- 
ing the truth always,’’ and keeping, 
when necessary, his crew in check. 

They are three handsome, very fo- 
cused young men. When MC Ant 
says, ‘‘We’re just three hard-working 
brothers looking for our big break,”’ 
you can’t help but hope they find it 
soon. Ds 


DIGITAL 
UNDERGROUND:

IGITAL Under- 
ground is your all- 
Atlantic, all-Pacific, 
all-city, grand imperial 
dance music and hip- 
hop dynasty. We will continue to grow 
until we achieve our ultimate goal, 
which is to be number one across the 
board.’”’ Shock G, known as Greg 
Jacobs in non-rap circles, is speaking 
with a mouthful of popcom from 
underneath a shock of wild hair only 
partially controlled by a backwards 
baseball cap. He goes on to explain 
DU’s whimsical, fun rap style: ‘“‘It’s 
super stupid cold ignorant triple dope 
underground hip-hop humpty funk. It’s 
different. It’s supposed to be.”’ 

Recently signed by Tommy Boy 
Records, the rambunctious group has 
quietly crept onto Billboard’s Top 100. 
Their rap‘‘Doowutchyalike”’ is down 
around 98 or so — but it’s there. In 
Europe, the rap and video have spawned 
a surge of ‘‘Doowutchyalike’’ pins and 
T-shirts. ‘‘When we were in Berlin it 
was crazy, it’s like we were these big 
stars, everybody was going crazy for 
us,’’ explains Money B (Ronald 
Brooks). But back home, in the Bay, 
we’re just Ronald and Greg, David and 
Neil. They don’t play us out here. The 
radio stations can’t get ready for any- 
thing new.”’ The group, which also in- 
cludes Fuse (David Eliot), Sleuth (Neil 
Johnson), Schmoovy Schmoove 
(Edward Earl Cook), Chopmaster J 
(Jimmy Dright), Humpty Hump 
(EdwardE. Humphrey) and DJ 
Goldfingers (Mikah Doxator), is tour- 
ing in London right now. 

Before the group left, its new video 
was filmed amidst much partying at the 
Townsend Club, and will be released, 





along with the new album, in Decem- 
ber. The rap is ‘The Humpty Hump,”’ 
and is accompanied by a new dance of 
the same name. ; 

“We don’t want to be pigeon-holed 
into a particular kind of rap,” says 
Shock G. ‘‘We incorporate a wide 
range of styles, we’re multiracial and 
tri-lingual.’”” The three languages are 
English, Spanish and Hip-Hop. Their 
raps include ‘‘Gutfest ’89,’’ a satirical 
look at beauty pageants, and ‘‘Sex 
Packets,”’ which is the title cut from 
their new LP. The group claims that the 
latter cut is a “rap documentary”’ 
about genetic suppression relief anec- 
todes — GSRA. 

“GSRA are little packets of pleasure 
that NASA invented to give astronauts 
or anyone who has to be alone for a 
long time,’’ says Shock G. ‘The 
packets contain a lot of the same 
chemicals that are in the drug E-stasy. 
You let it melt on your tongue, swallow 
it and it’s an instant orgasm. ” 

The guys think these packets should 
be made available to the general public, 
because, as Shock G explains, the 
packets are not addictive. The question 
is, are the packets just a figment of 
DU’s collective imagination? They all 
just smile big happy smiles.

PREMO: 
SELF-ESTEEM 
WITH A BEAT 


HE EARLY bird catches 
the worm . . .what goes 
around comes around... 
listen before you 
speak .. .old sayings 
are old for a reason,’’ says the husky- 
voiced Premo, explaining his rules of 
thumb. Body courtesy of Gold’s Gym, 
teeth courtesy of good genes, Premo is 
a six-foot-four-inch, 210-pound ad- 
vocate of self-esteem to a danceable 
beat. According to Premo, lack of 
self-esteem is the root of a lot of evil. 

His given name, along with the 
specifics of his day job are not pertinent 
to his career as a rapper, he says. What 
is important is finishing his first album, 
learning more about recording tech- 
niques and delivering a message to any- 
body who listens. ‘“‘There’s so much 
people don’t know, especially young 
people. They don’t know about 
Malcom X or what doing and selling 
dope can really do to you. I certainly 
don’t claim to know everything, or even 
a lot, but what I do know I share.”’ 

A Berkeley High alumnus, Premo 
has been writing lyrics and trying to 
break into rap since 1983, and some 
people involved in the local rap scene 
think he’s on the verge of becoming a 
star. Known in the neighborhood for 
his 36-inch vertical jumping ability, he 
played forward on ‘‘Pep’s Gold,” a 
San Francisco Summer Pro-Am 
League basketball team, sponsored by 
Patrick E. Privette, a local promoter 
known as Pep. When Pep saw that 
Premo had something to say, they 
decided to try to bring home some 
money instead of just trophies. 

Pep built a professional quality 
recording studio, founded No Ques- 
tion Records as a subsidiary of his 
already successful Pep’s Entertainment 
& Productions company and they got 
busy. The 12-inch cut Premo Rockin’ is 
played at dance clubs all over the East 
Bay, and soon will be available in 
record stores. Premo’s video, filmed 
South of Market, is regularly on 
SoulBeat. 

Lyrics like ‘‘A gold brain beats a gold 
chain anyway/conscience’ll make arap 
platinum any day,”’ don’t fit in with 
rap’s violent image, but that’s the 
point. ‘“We have to let our kids know 
what time it is,”’ explains Premo over a 
breakfast of hot links, hominy grits, 
scrambled eggs and cranberry juice.

ARIS HAS the smooth, 
weill-enunciated, almost 
monotonic voice of a hyp- 
notist.

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But David Cook, a rap DJ known as 
Davey D who hosts shows on listener- 
supported community radio stations 
and writes the “Beats and Breaks’’ col- 
umn in BAM Magazine says, ‘‘Getting 
to listen to one hour of rap music per 
day on a black station is ridiculous.’’ 

Marcus Clemmons of KPOO, a 
listener-supported radio station, claims 
that “9:00 BEAT”’ is good only because 
KSOL has nothing else. ‘‘They couldn’t 
have chosen a better host,’’ he says, ‘‘but 
why have a special hour of all the basic, 
few pop-rap cuts they already play in 
rotation? That’s why people listen to 
KPOO. We don’t play the same old 
stuff.” 

John Martinucci, associate urban 
editor of The Gavin Report, aradio in- 
dustry trade publication, says ‘‘the 
Bay Area does not really have a com- 
mercial black radio station. KSOL 
definitely seems more crossover than 
black. It’s turning into something of a 
hybrid.’’ Martinucci explains that al- 
though KMEL reports as a dance/cross- 
over station and that KSOL reports as 
an urban/black station, ‘‘overall, 
KMEL plays and reports more rap 
music than KSOL.”’ 

KSOL’s Moody says rappers should 
not depend on commercial radio as a 
cure-all for their marketing needs. ‘‘We 
can only do so much,”’ he says em- 
phatically. ‘‘They should try other 
ways to market themselves. For exam- 
ple, clubs. Get club DJ’s to play their 
stuff. And videos. And community 
events.” 


MEL (106.1 FM), owned 

by Century Broadcasting 

of Chicago, was changing 

from arock format to Top 

40 when Program Director 
Keith Naftaly started working there as 
a music coordinator. ‘‘When I took 
over as PDin 1987, we saw KSOL as be- 
ing very comfortable with their 
[listener] share, but they were very un- 
focused and vulnerable. They were an 
obvious target, and we took advantage 
of it. And instead of sticking to what 
had traditionally gained them a loyal 
following, KSOL went for the Hispanic 
demos. They started playing a lot of 
Covergirls and Stevie B-type dance 
music. They ended up alienating their 
black listeners and a lot of them came 
to KMEL.”’ 

By sheer numbers, Naftaly claims 
that KMEL has more black listeners 
than KSOL, but percentage-wise, 
about 80 percent of KSOL’s listeners 
are black, while KMEL’s listeners are 
about 20 percent black. However, Naftaly 
insists that race is not really an issue at 
KMEL. *‘Wearenot targeting any onerace 
in particular. We are a mass-appeal sta- 
tion, trying to appeal to the people who 
like to party and dance.’”’ He also 
stresses that Northern California is unique 
in its ethnic mix and that markets 
are bound to overlap. ‘‘People in 
Northern California are conditioned to 
think of R&B hits as ‘just hits.’ In 
Chicago or St. Louis, a mass-appeal 
station would be playing a lot of Def 
Leppard and Bon Jovi.” 

KMEL’s Music Director Hosh 
Gureli stresses that KMEL doesn’t 
think of itself as a rap station. ‘‘We 
play whatever is most popular in the 
Bay Area. Rap music, especially MC 
Hammer, is very popular in the Bay 
Area. We’re not looking to play more 
rap than anyone else — if the Rolling 
Stones were popular in the Bay Area, we’d 
be playing them, but they’re not.” 

Gureli adds that KMEL is trying 
to back off a little in the rap area 
because they are pulling in too many 
young male listeners. ‘‘We want young 
male listeners, we want everybody — 
but the upper demos (over 25) are what 
the advertisers want. Radio is a bus- 


iness and we’re in it to make money and 
be number one.”’ 


HETHER KMEL is 

moving into KSOL’s 

turf or vice versa, the 

rap fans of the Bay 

Area still have little 
Opportunity to hear it on commercial 
radio (see resource guide for rap pro- 
gramming times). Rap is making head- 
way onto the local airwaves, however, 
through rap shows on community and 
campus stations throughout Northern 
California. Each show has its in- 
dividual personality as far as the type of 
rap it plays, but most of them play what 
you can’t hear too much of on com- 
mercial radio: Local and controver- 
sial artists. 

“The black stations are KPOO, 
KALX (University of California), 
KZSU (Stanford) and KPFA — they 
dialogue with us, play what we want to 
hear,’’ says Premo, whose album 
Rockin’ is soon to be released on 
Oakland’s No Question Records. 
“There is no black commercial radio 
station in the Bay Area and I know the 
Bay Area would definitely support an all- 
rap station . . . youknow, like KDAY.” 

Los Angeles-based 1580 KDAY- 
AM, owned by Heritage Media, has, 
since 1984, been a predominately rap 
music station. Currently the top- 
ranked AM station, KDAY plays ap- 
proximately 70 percent rap, with the 
rest soul. 

“‘What we really are,’’ says Steve 
Washington, KDAY’s music director, 
“fis a progressive black station that 
plays a lot of rap.’’ He believes that the 
Bay Area could definitely support a 
similar radio station. ‘‘You guys have 
the market,’’ he says, ‘‘but the problem 
is — and this is not just true of the Bay 
Area — that programmers are afraid to 
play rap. They think rap draws a 
negative audience, they think that 
advertisers won’t buy time because rap 
is so negative. The media takes one or 
two concert incidents and blows them 
completely out of proportion.” 

Washington cites an incident at the 
recent Budweiser Superfest where there 
was some fighting in the crowd. He 
says, obviously still amazed, ‘‘on that 
bill you had Pattie Labelle, New Edi- 
tion, Guy, MC Hammer and Kool Moe 
Dee. The next day all the papers said 
was, ‘violence breaks out at rap con- 
cert,’ and there were only two rap ar- 
tists there.”’ 

KDAY has a host of national and 
local advertisers, including 
McDonald’s, Coca-Cola and 
Wrigley’s. ‘‘You just have to explain 
to them [the advertisers] that rap is not 
negative, that it’s not bad,’’ says 
Washington. He admits that some- 
times just telling them is not enough, 
but showing them often is. ‘“We just 
had a concert down here, ‘Coolin’ in 
Compton’ with Boogie Down Produc- 
tions, one of the most controversial 
groups in rap today and it was com- 
pletely successful, no trouble, 
no incidents. Of course that concert 
didn’t make the paper, but when adver- 
tisers are made aware of events like 
that, it makes an impression.” 

According to Ray Harris, vice presi- 
dent of black music promotion for 
Warner Bros. Records and Tapes, 
““Advertisers are the issue as far as rap 
and radio is concerned. It’s hard to sell 
the 12 to 25 demos to your national ac- 
counts, your General Motors, your 
TWAs, but the smart companies are 
going to recognize sooner rather than 
later that these young people are rapid- 
ly becoming the adult buyers that they 
are so anxious to reach.” 

Another reason that advertisers re- 
main wary of rap is that rap music does 
not get the credit it deserves for bring- 
ing in listeners and contributing to 
ratings. ‘‘Lots of rap songs get played 
in rotation by Top 40/pop stations, but 
the PDs don’t report rap to the trades 
because they don’t want it to show up 
on their playlists,’’ says KDAY’s 


Washington. ‘‘They don’t want to 
become known as a ‘station that plays 
rap’ to potential advertisers.’’ 

For example, according to The 
Gavin Report’s Martinucci, ‘‘For the 
past three weeks KSOL hasn’t reported 
any rap at all.”” This doesn’t mean that 
KSOL hasn’t played any rap music in 
the last week — it definitely has. 

When questioned about this policy, 
KSOL’s Moody explained, ‘‘that deci- 
sion, not to report rap, was out of my 
hands. It came from the home office in 
Maryland.”’ Lynn Irving, national pro- 
gram director for United Broadcasting, 
KSOL’s parent company, was 
unavailable for comment. 


MEL’s Naftaly suggests 

that ‘‘rap’s street roots 

give it a bad name with the 

upwardly mobile segment 

of society.”” Arguments 
that rap promotes violence echo claims 
of earlier decades that rock’n’roll in- 
cites sexual mayhem, and that heavy- 
metal induces devil worship. More like- 
ly, what’s happening is that music 
reflects culture, and the culture of the 
current black generation is more 
frightening than those of young white 
rock’n’rollers. 

It’s a generation where cocaine and 
crack are commonplace, where vio- 
lence is routine, where sex is an assas- 
sin. The government, the schools and 
countless foundations are spending 
millions trying to figure out how to get 
to these people, how to parcel out im- 
portant information in such a way that 
they will listen and remember and un- 
derstand. And rappers, by accident or 
on purpose, have touched a nerve inthe 
teens and the twentysomethings that 
the power structure is unable to reach. 

At a rap show at the Omni last 
September, the crowd was about 80 
percent black, and there were white 
kids from Marin shoulder-to-shoulder 
to black kids from Sobrante Park. 
There were even black students from 
Cal grooving next to white students 
from Cal, possibly a greater anomaly. 
There was an incident as the APG Crew 
went off stage, when an overzealous 
supporter rushed the stage and got into 
it with a security guard. The security 
guard looked like he got the worst of it. 
Capital Tax put on a dynamic show — 
choreographed, costumed, profes- 
sional — very Hammeresque. The peo- 
ple in the crowd were listening to the 
rappers, not really dancing, just mov- 
ing, clapping, cheering, some rapping 
along to the bridge. The rappers had 
the attention of the audience, the atten- 
tion of a group of people who are hard 
pressed to give their attention to 
anyone for any real length of time. 

The message is important in Oak- 
land, in San Francisco, wherever there 
are radios, TVs and car stereos. Chil- 
dren gleefully recite entire rap songs 
when they can’t even recite their multi- 
plication tables or the Preamble to the 
Constitution or the first five lines of 
Martin Luther King Jr.’s “I Have a 
Dream. . . .”’ And rap is not four lines 
then the chorus, four more lines then 
the chorus twice. Rap has intense 
lyrical content. People don’t hum 
along to it, they rap along to it. Rap- 
pers, Bay Area and otherwise, have the 
attention of a generation. 

Is it possible that the cocaine/vio- 
lence/homeless/environmental dilem- 
ma facing the rap generation is as hor- 
rific and divisive as the Vietnam/Civil 
Rights movement and that the boom- 
ing bass and rhyming lyrics of rap will 
be the soundtrack behind a coming 
decade from which charismatic young 
leaders will emerge? A decade of 
renewed unity among the races and of 
greater understanding between them? 
A decade in which the quest for peace 
and pride become once again noble and 
not just the passe mission of long- 
haired Sixties throwbacks? A fairy tale, 
maybe. A lot to hope for, but not too 

much to ask. 
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Director Arnold Swope says the Black United Fund was created to ‘fund the community’s agenda.’ 





ALTERNATIVE GIVING 


For years, giving at the office meant giving to United Way. 
Now, new foundations use payroll deductions for a range

BOUT 20 years ago, 
Walter Bremond started 
to wonder where his holi- 
day gift to United Way 
was going. Bremond, 


who worked for a large corporation that - 


ran an annual payroll deduction cam- 
paign for United Way, did a little 
research and discovered that, although 
he and other black employees gave 
generously to United Way, not much of 
their money was going back into their 
own communities. Bremond re- 
sponded to this disparity by founding 
the Black United Fund. 

In 1986, representatives of several 
social-action nonprofits got together 
and discussed the fact that as advocacy 
groups they were excluded from re- 
ceiving money from United Way cam- 
paigns. In order to initiate workplace- 
giving campaigns of their own, they 
formed the Progressive Way. 

The Black United Fund, the Pro- 
gressive Way and local affiliates of 
other philanthropic federations like the 
Environmental Federation of Califor- 
nia, the Combined Health Appeal of 
California and International Service 
Agencies are joining more than 100 
alternative federations nationwide in 
workplace fundraising campaigns this 
year. This year, these federations expect 
to raise about $105 million for approx- 
imately 2,000 organizations, most of 
which are excluded from receiving 
United Way funds for one reason or 
another. 

The workplace campaign — where- 
by employees of a participating 
organization can volunteer to have 
charitable contributions deducted 
from their paychecks — was pioneered 


by the 100-year-old United Way, and it © 


has proven extremely effective. United 
Way raised $2.78 billion last year, two- 
thirds of which came from payroll cam- 
paigns. 

“Progressive charities have organ- 


of progressive causes. 


ized alternative funds to raise 
workplace charitable contributions 
that have locked them out. Few social 
action groups, few women’s organiza- 
tions and no consumer, environmental 
Or peace groups are funded by United 
Way,”’’ says Robert Bothwell, executive 
director of the National Committee for 
Responsive Philanthropy in Washing- 
ton, D.C. United Way covers, by its 
own definition, health and human 
service agencies. This means that en- 
vironmental groups, peace groups, lob- 
bying groups and many minority and 
women’s groups that do advocacy as 
well as provide services are not eligible 
for United Way funds. § 

At the same time, United Way’s 
long-standing relationship with many 
corporations makes it hard for other 
groups to get in the door. And repre- 
sentatives of many of the alternative 
federations claim that United Way is 
doing everything it can to keep the cor- 
porate door shut. 

John Stafford, senior associate for 
public affairs at United Way’s San 
Francisco office, calls this claim a 
“marketing technique’”’ on the part of 
United Way’s competitors. United 
Way is not against combined campaigns 
per se, he says. ‘‘The problem is that 
other federations, because they are 
small, don’t have much in the way of 
people and resources. So they tend to 
piggyback on United Way, pirating our 
materials.’’ 


TAFFORD SAYS that United 
Way does not dispute the legiti- 
macy of the alternative federa- 
tions (although he describes 
the Progressive Way as ‘folks 
with a political axe to grind’ and the 
Black United Fund as ‘somewhat re- 
dundant’), nor their right to compete 
for donations in the workplace. How- 
ever, he adds, ‘‘Fundraising is very 
much a business, so we play by business 
rules. If we have a market to protect, 


we’re going to protect it.”’ 

According to Bothwell and other 
representatives of alternative federa- 
tions, United Way’s concern about 
protecting its market is unwarranted. A 
1988 NCRP study of 50 employers who 
ran combined campaigns showed that 
in 75 percent of the campaigns, United 
Way actually raised more money than it 
did when it was the only option. Total 
employee giving rose in 93 percent of 
the 227 annual campaigns reviewed. 

The reason for this, explains 
Bothwell, is that people will be more 
generous when they can choose who 
they are giving their money to. ‘‘People 
don’t like to have their arm twisted,”’ 
he says: ‘‘They don’t like to be told, 
‘You have to give to United Way.’ ”’ 

United Way’s Stafford calls the 
alternative federations ‘‘essentially 
competitor agencies’ vying against 
United Way for ‘“‘a limited pool’’ of 
donor dollars. The NCRP study, he 
says, simply reflects the fact that giving 
to United Way is rising nationwide, for 
Teasons unrelated to expanded choice. 

“The total dollar amount may rise in 
a given campaign’’ when that campaign 
is opened up to other federations, 
Stafford says, ‘“‘but United Way’s share 
shrinks. If this were to get to the point 
where competing federations were 
substantially to erode United Way’s 
share of the market, you could imagine a 
situation where an agency like the Red 
Cross, which gets nearly half its money 
from United Way, wouldn’t be able to 
handle the next earthquake.”’ 

Most of the money the alternative 
federations raise currently.comes from 
government employees. Forty states 
and hundreds of local governments 
have combined campaigns, and the 
federal government has run a com- 
bined campaign for 26 years. The 
Combined Federal Campaign, the 
largest workplace charity drive in the 
world, reached 4 million employees 
and raised $165 million last year. 
About $100 million of this went to 


non-United Way charities. 

Breaking into corporations has been 
slower and more difficult for the alter- 
native funds. In addition, many cor- 
porations have long-standing relation- 
ships with United Way, and corporate 
executives often serve on the boards of 
local United Ways. According to Geoff 
Merideth, co-director of the Bay Area 
Progressive Way, these executives 
“have worked closely with United 
Way, and feel that to allow other 
groups in would be betraying them.”’ 

Stafford says United Way will con- 
tinue to be the major presence in cor- 
porate campaigns. ‘‘Especially in the 
private sector, where there are long- 
standing relationships between cor- 
porations and the United Way, United 
Way will be the main fundraising en- 
tity,’’ he says. Stafford adds that the 
United Way has won court challenges 
to its exclusive relationship with many 
corporations. ‘‘Just because other 
folks want in to where some lucrative 
fundraising opportunities exist doesn’t 
mean they have a right,’’ he explains. 

But although the vast majority of 
companies still do not allow alternative 
funds access to their charitable cam- 
paigns, a few are beginning to open 
their doors. The Black United Fund has 
been particularly successful at breaking 
the corporate barrier, with campaigns 
at AT&T, IBM and several other large 
corporations. Apple Computer runs a 
combined campaign involving five fed- 
erations. And the Progressive Way is 
involved in campaigns at Safeway and 
the California Peanut Company. 

Most Bay Area employees, however, 
will probably again receive only United 
Way literature at their workplaces. 
However, through the donor option 
cards that United Way now includes 
with its packets, employees can direct 
United Way to channel their contribu- 
tions to non-affiliated organizations, 
including the alternative federations. 

Here’s alook at the alternative feder- 
ations participating in workplace cam- 
paigns this year in the Bay Area: 


Progressive Way 

“‘When services are not enough”’ is 
the motto of the three-year-old Bay 
Area Progressive Way. Some of the 
Progressive Way’s 13 member organi- 
zations do provide direct services, but, 
explains co-director Geoff Merideth, 
““All our groups try to get to the root 
causes that create the need for services 
in the first place.’’ Progressive Way’s 
membership includes social advocacy 
groups working on behalf of Asian im- 
migrants, black women, nursing home 
residents, children, disabled people, 
Hispanic urban workers and low- 
income women and girls, among 
others. Member groups include the Bay 
Area Black Women’s Health Project, 
the Women’s Foundation, the Berke- 
ley Gray Panthers and Coleman Ad- 
vocates for Children and Youth. 

Merideth likens the approach of the 
organizations that make up the Pro- 
gressive Way to that of a teacher on the 
playground supervising a group of 
kids. If a kid cuts herself and the 
teacher gives her a bandaid, he ex- 
plains, that’s direct service. But if the 
teacher gets all the kids together to clean 
up the playground, that’s social action. 
Merideth says he learned to make this 
distinction during a stint as a social 
worker. “When the hundredth person 
comes to you with the same problem and 
you patch them up and send them back 
out, that’s when you know it’s time to 
make some fundamental changes.”’ 

So far, the only corporations that 
have let the Progressive Way into their 
campaigns are Safeway and the Cali- 
fornia Peanut Company. ‘‘You just 
have to keep going back and knocking 
every year. After ten years of knock- 
ing, maybe on the eleventh they’ ll let 
you in,’’ he says. ‘‘We’re not going to 
go away.”’

Bay Area Black United Fund 

The Bay Area Black United Fund, 
says Executive Director Arnold Swope, 
was created to ‘‘fund the community’s 
agenda.”’ Its 30 member organizations 
work in black and minority com- 
munities throughout the Bay Area, 
running community-based programs in 
areas like alternative education, 
substance abuse, leadership develop- 
ment, health services, arts and culture, 
food for the homeless and support ser- 
vices for senior citizens. Members in- 
clude Berkeley Youth Alternatives, the 
Haight-Ashbury Free Clinic, the- 
Western Addition Senior Citizen Center 
and A Safe Place, a battered women’s 
shelter. Last year, BayBUF raised more 
than $250,000 for such groups through 
payroll deduction campaigns. 

Swope says that, although the United 
Way does fund programs in many of 
these areas, it’s not meeting all the needs 
of the black community. The fact that 
BayBUF receives $3 in funding requests 
for every dollar it has to give away, 
Swope says, is evidence that “‘the com- 
munity is saying, ‘This is a need.’ ”” 

One of BayBUF’s goals is to help its 
member organizations broaden their 
own funding bases and improve their 
capacity to raise money for 
themselves. BayBUF will often give an 
organization a matching grant, or help 
a group investigate other fundraising 
opportunities.

Combined Health Appeal of 
California 

The Combined Health - Appeal, 
founded in 1971, raises money for 27 
nonprofit health agencies that support 
medical research, public education and 
patient services. CHA agencies work to 
combat such diseases as cancer, 
diabetes, epilepsy, sickle cell and 
AIDS, among others; member agencies 
include the American Lung Associa- 
tion, the California Association of 
AIDS Agencies, the March of Dimes 
and Planned Parenthood. 

Many of these agencies are con- 
sidered direct service providers, and are 
thus eligible for United Way funds. 
The problem, according to CHA Ex- 
ecutive Director Gloria de Robles, is 
that United Way has a ‘“‘blackout 
period’’ of four to five months during 
its fundraising season when member 
agencies aren’t permitted to do any ma- 
jor fundraising of their own. CHA 
stepped in to fill the gap, allowing 
health organizations to benefit from 
workplace fundraising without having 
to put their own efforts on hold.

Environmental Federation of 
California 

Last year, in its fifth year of ex- 
istence, the Environmental Federation 
of California received its millionth . 
pledge. ‘“‘We’re the fastest growing 
federation in the country,’’ says Ex- 
ecutive Director Nancy Snow. 

Environmental organizations are 
mainly left out of United Way cam- 
paigns on the grounds that they don’t 
provide a direct human service. 
Because “‘we think the health of human 
beings is profoundly affected by the 
health of the environment,’’ Snow 
says, a number of environmental 
groups joined together in 1982 to form 
the EFC. 

Last year, EFC’s income of $450,000 
from workplace campaigns was distrib- 
uted among 24 organizations working 
to preserve open spaces, endangered 
species and coastal lands; lobbying for

How to obtain or change 
your credit report 


Acquiring a copy of your credit 
record is easy, and if you've been 
denied credit in the last 30 days, 
there’s no charge. Look on the rejec- 
tion letter to see which bureau(s) the 
creditors used, or call and ask. If you 
haven't been denied credit recently, 
you should request a copy from all 
three of the bureaus covering Califor- 
nia (listed below); the charge is $8 
per report. If applicable, send a 
check or money order with the letter 
requesting your report. 

All requests must include the 
following information: your full name 
(including generation, if any), 
spouse’s name if married, your pre- 
sent address, previous addresses for 
the last five years, your social 
security number, year of birth and 
signature. If you find mistakes on 
your credit record and want to have 
them changed or deleted, this can be 
done through each respective credit 
bureau for no charge.

Q::” 25, single, healthy, love be- 
ging intimate and enjoy sex as a 
meditation. I’ve been in love many 
times but never found anyone to inspire 
me to be intimate or present during sex.

AN UNBEATABLE 
COMBINATION 


Ricardo’s combines the comfortable ambience 
of a neighborhood hangout with great Italian cuisine

NTIL RECENTLY, 

Ricardo’s was the home of 

one of the few Argentinian 

restaurants in the city. 

Every time I tried to go 
there it was closed for the evening, and 
was eventually closed for remodeling. 
Upon its reopening, I was sad to 
discovered it was no longer Argen- 
tinean, but Italian. Soon people began to 
talk about Ricardo’s pizzas, though — 
how good they were, how original, 
fresh, unique. I made my first visit the 
night before the earthquake and was 
quite impressed, not just with the 
wonderful pizzas but with the entire 
menu. 

Ican see that a lot of locals have made 
Ricardo’s their standard place to eat 
out. Blue-checkered tablecloths covered 
with glass, cloth napkins and a great 
selection of tunes make this restaurant 
comfortingly familiar but unique. It 
feels a bit European — no one’s in a 
rush, and diners linger over wine, big 
plates of pasta and lively conversations. 

We began our meal one evening with 
a bottle of ’82 Barbera D’ Asti for $13. 
There are only a few wines offered by 
the bottle, but this one was very drink- 
able and just great with the food. 

Melanzane Vinaigrette ($3.95), 
cooked rounds of eggplant marinated in 
olive oil, garlic, red pepper flakes and 
oregano and served on curly leaves of 
lettuce, was a light but flavor-packed 
way to begin a meal. The sultry eggplant 
was especially good with the fresh sour- 
dough bread dipped into the marinade. 

A sensitive and carefully dressed 
green salad composed of delicate red 
leaf lettuce and drizzled with a balsamic 
vinaigrette was excellent, and very 
reasonably priced at $2. We followed

with one of the superb pizzas. Cajun 
Pizza ($6 for a small or $11.50 for a 
large), made with smoked creole 
sausage, wasn’t oily or overpowering as 
many sausage pizzas are, but instead 
was perfectly balanced, with fresh 
tomatoes, just the right amount of 
cheese and dry oregano. The crust is 
especially good, with all the qualities you 
look for in a pizza dough — light but 
slightly chewy, lofty but not airy, golden 
brown on the bottom and very flavorful. 
This is crust worth eating even if you get 
to the edge with no topping! 

The sensible finish to this meal was 
the Pollo alla Griglia ($7.50), a half- 
chicken grilled over charcoal with a 
garnish of olives, lemon and cherry 
pepper. This extremely juicy, tender 
chicken came with sauteed vegetables 
that had character. The chef sautes 
small diced onions in plenty of olive oil 
and adds the cooked carrots and zucchini 
to this rich mixture. I haven’t found 
mixed vegetables so hearty and unique 
in many other restaurants. 

The second evening, two days after 
the quake, we returned to finda very 
full dining room. The chef was very 
busy, as was the single server. Perhaps 
the disaster brought everyone out to eat 
and the restaurant wasn’t expecting 
such a crowd; whatever the reason, the 
slow (but friendly) service was 
understandable. 

The house wine, Verona red, was a 
bit sweet for me, but for $7.75 you can 
get a large carafe that’s suitable for 
drinking with the food. Calamari Fritti 
($3.75), alarge bowl of perfectly cooked 
and breaded calamari, was one of the 


best I have ever had. Non-greasy, _ 


crunchy outside and silky inside, this 
dish is evidence of a good kitchen with 
solid cooking skills. 

The Originale Pizza ($6 for a small 
and $10.75 for a large) was, once again, 
perfectly balanced and inspired. The 
puffy crust held a creamy mixture of 
ricotta and roquefort cheese, onions 
and fresh tomatoes dusted with 
oregano — a rich and satisfying com- 
bination. It tasted like New York pizza, 


but even better because the toppings 
were so special. 

Cannelloni Ripieni ($7.50) was one 
of the two baked pasta items offered 
each evening; these change from time 
to time, offering the loyal diner a 
change of pace in fillings and sauces. 
The holders for the chicken and mush- 
room filling this evening were rolled 
crepes instead of the more standard 


, pasta tubes. These delicate rolls con- 


tained a surprisingly bland filling, but 
came with a deep tomato sauce drizzled 
with a cream sauce. This wasn’t my 
favorite dish, although there weren’t 
any flaws in it, but the other entrees 
were outstanding by comparison. 

The fresh fish of the evening, sword- 
fish, was grilled and sauced with a 
crispy garlic and lemon mixture that 
was perfect for this generous, juicy 
slab of fish. Served with a choice of the 
same wonderful mixed vegetables or 
french fries, this entree is a bargain at 
$12.50. 

Our favorite dish was Linguine 
Tutto Puttanesca ($6.95). Perfectly 
cooked pasta tossed with plenty of olive 
oil, green and black olives, anchovies 
and lots of crispy garlic was a 
knockout. This traditional pasta dish 
is, of course, the thing to order for an- 
chovy lovers, but if you ordinarily find 
these salty little strips of heaven offen- 
sive or too strong, please don’t ignore 
this dish. It’s sensitively prepared and 
very delicious, a treat not to be missed. 

Ricardo’s is simply a very pleasant 
place to eat, with great food and prices. 
Fancy frills and extravagant flourishes 
aren’t the specialty here, just straight- 
forward food prepared with heart and 
soul and a skillful hand. The combina- 
tion makes Ricardo’s unbeatable. Free 
delivery and pickup are also available.

Dad 

For the last few years, bossy 
Olympia Dukakis has barely let 
78-year-old husband Jack 
Lemmon raise a finger. Conse- 
quently, when she has a heart 
attack, he’s lost. Wall Street 
whiz son Ted Danson rushes 
to his father’s side and is ap- 
palled at his near-senile condi- 
tion. He soon has Lemmon do- 
ing household chores with 
varying degrees of success, 
playing bingo and even driving 
again, during which we learn 
that Danson’s over-attention 
to making money has cost him 
his marriage and teenage son 
Ethan Hawke. And up until the 
time Dukakis recovers, all the 
foregoing is both charming 
and funny, but debuting-from- 
TV writer/director Gary David 
Goldberg decides that Dad 
needs to sire more comedy 
and tragedy, with predictably 
sitcom-like results. Even that, 
however, can’t detract from 
Lemmon's as-far-from-a- 
lemon-as-you-can-get sublime 
performance, and even Dan- 
son gives cause for mild 
Cheers as he discovers what 
being a dad really means 
(Kabuki, SF; Grand Lake, 
Oak.) 


The Dybbuk 

Filmed in 1937 in black and 
white, this is Michael 
Waszynski's semi-surreal film, 
full of bygone Jewish supersti- 
tion and ritual. Two expectant 
fathers who are firm friends 
betroth their unborn children 
to each other. One of the 
fathers is drowned, the other's 
wife dies in childbirth, and the 
children grow up unaware of 
the vow, but when they meet 
as adults Lili Liliana and Leon 
Liebgold, their deep attraction 
to each other is evident. So 
much so that when Liliana’s 
avaricious father promises her 
to another, Liebgold, who's 
been dabbling in the kabbala, 
begs Liliana to join him in 
Satan, then dies. At her wed- 
ding the defiant Liliana refuses 
her equally unwilling groom, 
and, as the film draws to a 
close, adds to its mystical 
theme by rejoining Liebgold in 
a very different death. 
Waszynski’s based-on-a- 
celebrated-circa-1912 play 
may seem dated today, but 
that still doesn't detract from 
its one-of-a-kind aura or its ap- 
peal to students of Yiddish 
drama. (Opera Plaza, SF.)

group of films, plus craft exhibitions,

There are two features. War Party 
(Fri/10 at7:30 pm) has received mixed 
reviews elsewhere and had a brief, 
unheralded commercial run here last 
week. It’s about a reenactment-of an 
old cowboy-vs.-Indian battle that turns 
bloody. Where the Spirit Lives (Sat/1 
at 7:30 pm), which deserves a theatrical 
Showing, is about Canadian Indian 
children kidnapped and fecked up in 
church schools where their names, 
languages and traditions are brutally 
Stripped from-them. 

Other programs are made up of 
short films, mostly documentaries. Vo 
Address (showing with. War Party) ad- 
dresses hometess Indians in Montreal, 
but the excessive narration never distin- 
guishes between the Indians and other 
homeless, or really between Mentreal 

_and San Francisco or any city with in- 
adequate social services to deal with this 
serious and growing problem.

_ Noy; 9th at 7:30 pm), by: San:Fran- 
cisco’s Jonathan Nordlicht, is about 
the quest of Kowitoma, son of the 
gods of rain, to leave his world of 
darkness and find sunlight.

tremors before; but nothing like the one on 
Oct. 17th, Standing all alone. on the ninth 
floor of a rickety. old building on the corner 
of Third-and Mission in San Francisco was 
not the place to be during a 7.1 earthquake. 

Fight days later a crew of volunteers 
came to his rescue and brought him, along 
with his pals Big Boy, the Jolly Green Giant 
and the Pillsbury Doughboy, to safety out- 
side the now-condemned former home of 
the Museum of Modern Mythology. 

“As far as we know, we’re the only 
museum to have totally lost its space in the 
earthquake,”’ says Ellen Havre Weis; 
museum. director and Harbie’s . legal 
guardian. Since its founding sever years 
ago, the Museum has amassed a huge ¢ol-_ 
lection of artifacts and research files déal- 
ing with pop culture in the 20th century. 

On Friday, Oct. 27th, Weis and 14 volun- 
teers. were given three hours~ by.: city 
engineers to vacate the premises, Not. in- 
timidated by 80-foot cracks up the side of 
the building and precariously shifting stair- 
wells, they rescued ‘every -artifact before 
time ran out, and moved them across town 
inadonated Rydertruck into Weis’s garage. 

The ‘crisis: is not- over, however. The 
quake hit at a time when the Museum was 
inthe process of moving from the ninth to 
the second fléer of the Third and Mission 
building, doublitig’its space, and adding 
a video=reom;* a<gift shop and a mew 
library. Local artists dealing with pop 
cultugeswere to fave had exhibition space 
here as well, = 
‘Most of our expendable funds had 
been invested in the development of this 
new space, which was to have been a ma- 
jor step in the Museum’s history. Conse- 
quently, wenGw have very little money left 
to find a new home,” explains Weis. She 
estimates that the Museurn needs a min- 
imum of $10,000 immediately, along with 
office space, storage facilities and leads on 
a potential new home.

ATERBALLETTO. At Zellerbach 
Hall, Berk. Saturday, Oct. 28th.

HE PROGRAM that the 

Italian ballet company 

Aterballetto brought to 

Zellerbach Hall on Oct. 

27th and 28th was more 
like a booking tape than a well-thought- 
out performance. ‘‘Look at-all the 
things we can do,”’ the program un- 
abashedly proclaimed. ‘‘Classic 
elegance, nasty funk, raw sensuality, 
light-hearted comedy, you name it, 
we’ve got it.” 

And they have — Aterballetto is a 
stylish group of dancers who perform 
with great fluidity and a_ blessed 
absence of pyrotechnics. But despite a 
stab at presenting a broad spectrum of 
contemporary dance, the evening re- 
mained ultimately bland because the 
works presented for the most part were 
not very substantial. The obviously 
talented dancers were clearly hindered 
by the innocuous choreography pro- 
vided for them by Artistic Director 
Amedeo Amodio. 

Amodio created three of the four 
works on Saturday’s program; the 
fourth, ‘‘Love Songs,’’ was by William 
Forsythe, the American choreographer 
who has been working in Europe for 
the last five years. Amodio was most 
successful in ‘‘Ricercare a Nove 
Movimenti,’’ a sort of Vivaldiana, set 
to three different Vivaldi concertos, for 
two trumpets, two mandolins and one 
piccolo. The program notes describe 
the work as a “‘carefree interlacing of 
classical and modern style, a series of 
fast group and solo entrances,’’ and 
that’s exactly what it was. Rather 
longish, but nicely balanced, the three 


small concertos, with their contrasting 
solo instruments, provided a spirited foil 
for simple walking patterns, rippling 
lines, hints at formal quadrilles and 
minuets and flirtatious partnerings. 
Quite closely set to the music, the work 
had a kind of elegance that was as un- 
pretentious and charming as the music. 

The second ensemble piece, ‘‘A Sud 
di Mozart,’’ did not work as well, main- 
ly because Amodio’s movement lan- 
guage is not really profiled enough to 
create the kind of sophistication that the 
premise demands. The idea is intriguing: 
Capture the sensations that the child 
Mozart must have experienced as he 
traveled through the courts and coun- 
tryside of Italy on his concert tour. 
Brilliant, playful and gifted as he was, it 
must nevertheless have been a bewilder- 
ing experience for a small child. 

Set as a sort of opera buffa (at one 
point bringing in snippets of The Magic 
Flute), “‘Sud”’ tried to capture a pan- 
oply of sounds and sights; it had gig- 
gling girls running about, young men 
sweeping by like toy soldiers, circle 
dances and masquerades, love in- 
trigues, country celebrations and the 
inevitable flirtation patterns. Made up 
of fleeting moments, like half-finished 
thoughts, the piece unfortunately was 
only superficially appealing, and re- 
mained amorphous, lacking a cohesive 
point of view. Here simplicity was 
closer to simple-mindedness. 

At one point, for instance, masked 
dancers paraded full-size, two- 
dimensional cardboard cut-outs of 
noblemen and women at a formal ball. 
One of the dancers, possibly the child 
Mozart, disrupted the pompous affair 
by running around the celebrants and 
peeking out behind the facades. But to 
wiggle around stick masks, throw up 
your hands, run around on stage and 
plump yourself on a chair is not really 
much of a working out of the idea of 


disruption. It is not even slapstick, it’s 
just confusion. Dancing, costumes, 
sets and particularly the lighting by Pio 
Troilo, of southern summer nights and 
candlelit ballrooms, were quite wonder- 
ful — it’s too bad the choreographic 
ideas weren’t on the level of the 
theatrical elements. 

Amodio also took on the formidable 
task of setting ‘‘Apres-midi d’un 
Faune’’ to the Debussy flute score. 
Unlike Vaslav Nijinski and Jerome 
Robbins, Amodio starts his ‘‘Faun’’ 
with the awakening of the nymph, who 
in this case is a projection of a dream 
image by the faun. As she falls back 
asleep, the faun arises and awakens her 
both physically and sexually. Danced 
by Elisabetta Terabust and a very 
muscular Federico Betti (in a practical- 
ly non-existent costume), the piece 
works at the requisite languorous sen- 
suality and dreamy eroticism. It has 
some nice touches in the slow unfolding 
of poses, particularly as the faun 
nudges the nymph into consciousness 
and cradles her on his belly, but 
ultimately the work remains pretty 
sterile. Betti looks too much like a mus- 
clebuilder taking a break than a self- 
absorbed demi-god. 

To round out the evening, the com- 
pany performed William Forsythe’s 
“Love Songs” to tunes by Aretha 
Franklin and Dionne Warwick. The ti- 
tle is quite ironic, because there is not 
much love in those nasty solos and 
duets, and plenty of the abrasive push- 
and-shove relationships that the Bay 
Area’s Contraband specializes in. 
Dressed in shades of black, the women 
in particular silently screamed their 
rage with fierce kicks, whipping elbows 
and defiant hips. It was a sharply cut 
work, performed with just that touch 
of irony that is a Forsythe trademark — 
and a tribute to what this fine company 
can do with challenging material. 
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You can almost see the ‘applause’ sign: Kelly Ground in Les Miz.

N CASE you haven’t heard, Les 

Miserables is ‘“‘more’’ than just a 

piece of theater: It’s a phenom- 

enon. This is the kind of show 

that’s often described in num- 
bers: three hours and ten minutes long, 
14 productions on view around the 
world, over $380 million in profits so 
far, arecord-setting San Francisco ad- 
vance ticket sale of $6.1 million ($16 to 
$50 a ticket), 37 actors in the cast, 300 
costumes in the show and so on, ad in- 
finitum. 

All this statistical hype is nothing 
new, of course. We’ve had an earful of 
it before with Cats, another strato- 
spheric international hit staged by 
Trevor Nunn (who co-directed Les Miz 
with John Caird). We’ll hear it again 
whenever Andrew Lloyd Weber’s 
behemoth Phantom of the Opera 
heaves into town and, of course, when- 
ever the Rolling Stones return. 

But in our bullish market for enter- 
tainment blockbusters, the wily 
theatergoer should stay alert to the fact 
that Les Miz is indeed a musical play, 
and not just a spectacular business 


venture floating in a vast sea of black 
ink. It’s also wise to remember that in 
theater, as in life, bookkeeping isn’t 
everything. 

So toss away all the tally sheets and 
what do we have here? A slick, pop- 
soap opera set against a heavily 
romanticized French Revolution. A 
sentimental love story very lightly 
spiced with class consciousness. A 
marvel of innovative staging, with a 
pedestrian script and a fitfully engag- 
ing score. Victor Hugo Lite. 

I do grant that as spectacles go, I’ll 
take Les Miz over the overblown Cats 
any day. For one thing, it’s about peo- 
ple, not humanized felines, and it has a 
gripping story to tell, courtesy of Hugo’s 
classic novel of the same name. (More 
than 1,000,000 copies sold!) 

There’s also the look of the thing. 
This is a bravura dance of a produc- 
tion, with the set pieces and actors 
whirring in and out, off and on, silently 
and majestically, in a swirl of magical 
stagecraft. John Napier’s masterful 
production design plunges us into a im- 
pressionistically gritty 19th-century 
France. The begrimed facade of a 
Parisian tenement, a lonely wrought- 
iron bridge flanked by gas lamps, the 
spectacular junk mountain that starts 
offasarebels’ barricade and becomes a 
mass grave — these are all brilliantly ef- 
fective, giving off dramatic emanations 
of their own. The equally fine lighting 
by David Hersey, both pictoral and 
emotive, sends shafts of illumination 





slicing into the smoky darkness and 
gets a carpet of stars twinkling at you in 
odd, unexpected moments. 

By now you’ve probably also heard 
about the famous turntable (number of 
turntable moves in the show: 60!) that 
propels all the characters through the 
tale. As the scenery revolves and the ac- 
tors keep trudging forward while 
standing in place, we seem to be watch- 
ing the mournful, circular march of 
destiny. 

If it sounds like the design of Les Miz 
is getting more attention than the rest 
of the show, c’est vrai. It’s not that the 
large cast (22 out of 37 from the Bay 
Area!) doesn’t work hard to make us 
care about Hugo’s epic chase plot. The 
lead actors, all veterans in their roles, 
perform capably. Rich Hebert makes a 
vigorous, sweet-voiced Jean Valjean, 
the convict fugitive who is the story’s 
saintly protagonist. Craig Oldfather 
gives his manful, dashing all as the lead 
student rabble-rouser Enjolras and 
Matthew Porretta is handsome and 
sure-voiced as the male ingenue Marius. 
As the ragamuffin Eponine, Michele 
Maika delivers a touching version of the 
show’s best song, ““On My Own,”’ and 
Richard Kinsey plays the arch-villain 
Javert with booming assurance. 

But the show’s so relentlessly 
mawkish, so manipulative, that its 
emotions and politics soon go synthetic 
on you. Every ballad revs up to a big, 
vocal-chord-straining finish, like a 
Whitney Houston free-for-all: You can 
almost see the applause sign flashing 
before the singer delivers that last boffo 
note. The lead characters die hammily 
and lingeringly, as in silent movies, 
children are used shamelessly to milk 
tears and the sung, rhymed dialogue is 
packed with thudding cliches. (I know 
the Victor Hugo book is also a windy, 
heart-tugging weeper, but it can be ex- 
cused on historical grounds.) 

As for the masses, they’re played by 
a small but very animated mob as un- 
differentiated rabble (except for a pair 
of distinctively nasty hustlers, por- 
trayed by Gina Ferrell and Gary 
Beach). Decked out in dirt smears and 
shredded costumes, they’re wretched 
and pitiful all right —- but where are 
their bad-guy oppressors? And who are 
they? The only meanie in town is 
Javert, and he’s just a police flunky. 
What about the Marie Antoinette 
crowd? The capitains of industry and 
the idle aristocrats? Les Miz avoids 
pointing the finger anywhere, or even 
dealing with the irony of Valjean’s 
rags-to-riches status. It prefers the 
politics of melodrama, wherein hand- 
some liberal heroes fight against anony- 
mous evil forces, and no oneis reminded 
of the blind neglect we lavish on the 
miserables sleeping on our own streets. 

There are glimpses in Les Miz of the 
more sophisticated show it might have 
been if it wasn’t trying so hard to force 
a standing ovation out of you, to ap- 
peal to everyone and alienate no one. 
When Claude-Michel Schonberg’s 

_everpresent music grows quiet and 
reflective, or more intricate har- 
monically, it can be rather captivating. 
When the directors (originally John 
Caird and Trevor Nunn, in San Fran- 
cisco, Richard Jay-Alexander) allow a 
moment of mixed emotion, or sly 
humor, or self-humor, things get 
(briefly) more interesting. 

That Les Miz will probably run for 
months, perhaps a year, will be a nice 
boon for local actors. That many peo- 
ple will fork over the bucks and swal- 
low it whole, hype and all, is no crime 
either. But despite its mass of Tony 
Awards (eight), and its other im- 
pressive numbers, it’s hard to rank this 
one up there with the great musicals 
that gave us spectacle without a thick 
layer of hokiness. Hokum is hokum, 
even when it’s waving a red flag. 
Ultimately, Les Miz is high-magnitude 
hokum with magnificent trimmings 
and no messy politics. Don’t worry if 
you can’t get a ticket: This is one revolu- 
tion that surely will be televised. ©

The Stones pull off the greatest show on earth 


THE ROLLING STONES. At the 
Oakland Coliseum Stadium, Oak.

THER BANDS play 

more creative and rebel- 

lious rock’n’roll, more 

convincingly link their 

music to real life and tap 
a deeper well of human emotion. But 
after the 1989 Steel Wheels Tour, all the 
others can give up trying to beat the 
Rolling Stones at putting on a stadium 
rock concert. In the second of two 
shows at the Oakland Coliseum, the 
Stones staked an irrefutable claim to 
that turf. With their ages hovering 
around 50, they transcended any de- 
bate about ‘‘the greatest rock and roll 
band in the world”’ by pulling off the 
greatest show on earth. 

Although they played for two-and-a- 
half hours, and exhibited more musical 
prowess and enthusiasm than I remem- 
ber from any of their previous arena 
tours, the Rolling Stones are hardly 
about music anymore. They are a 
category unto themselves, a huge cul- 
tural imperative, inspiring 60,000 peo- 
ple to shell out more than 30 bucks a 
ticket (up to $100 from scalpers outside 
the Coliseum); to put up with over- 
crowded BART trains and freeways 
that were like clogged plumbing, allow- 
ing giant clots of people to move only in 
sluggish spurts; to endure long lines in- 
to and inside the stadium; and to sit 
maybe hundreds of yards away from 
the stage, where the sound was 
mediocre and the players looked ab- 
surdly small. - 

But once inside the stadium, people 
whooped and hollered, guzzled beer, 
smoked dope, slapped high fives, bat- 
ted balloons and beach balls and gen- 
erated a massive “‘wave’’ while they 
waited for their heroes. They mostly ig- 
nored a valiant, screeching set by 
Living Colour, another in the long line 
of contemporary black acts that the 
Stones have hired as their main social 
statement. Guitarist Vernon Reid’s 
heavy-metal guitar squall filled the 
arena, but the use of a sampled Malcom 
X speech was lost on the crowd, and the 
closing version of ‘‘Johnny B. Goode”’ 


just served as more loud, undifferen- 
tiated aural stimulation, adding to the 
physical excitement. 

At 6:12 pm, the cool autumn dark- 
ness had fallen, and tiny blue lights 
twinkled all over the orange and black 
scaffolding of the immense set. Orange 
smoke poured like industrial waste out 
of giant ducts, and after a blinding ex- 
plosion of flash pots, bam!, there was 
the band in a blaze of white light. Keith 
Richards and Ron Woods slashed the 
opening chords to “‘Start Me Up,”’ and 
an irresistible high-voltage current 
surged through crowd. 

After that climactic moment, it was 
one fantastic, larger-than-life event 
after another. Jagger paced the enor- 
mous stage with his wireless micro- 
phone, elbows tight to his lean waist, 
wagging his finger, dancing and pranc- 
ing in his attempt to command atten- 
tion against the gargantuan set and the 
blaring music. He was abetted by three 
giant video screens that magnified his 
image in the jumbled architecture of 
girders, beams, ramps, arches, ladders 
and nets. The band — supplemented by 
three background singers (Lisa Fisher, 
Cindy Mizell and Bernard Fowler), two 
keyboardists (Chuck Leavell and Matt 
Clifford), plus saxophonist Bobby 
Keys and the four-man Uptown Horns 
— worked equally hard to match the 
scope of the setting. 

It was a grand spectacle, the Cirque 
du Soleil of rock’n’roll. High-tech laser 
beams and spotlights, slide projections, 
clouds of smoke and fog and swirling 
patterns of color created the equivalent 
of animated album-cover art. When it 
was all going at once, it was like some- 
one hit a million-dollar jackpot in 
Vegas. The show hit its visual peak 
when it shifted from ‘‘Paint it Black,”’ 
bathed all in white, to the full 
psychedelic light show blow-out on 
**2,000 Light Years from Home,”’ and 
ended with a fireworks display after 
“Jumping Jack Flash.’’ 

The Stones did hit enough musical 
highs to justify their presence onstage. 
All eyes were focused on Jagger when 
he appeared at the very top of the set (in 
front of the giant Bud sign on the cen- 
terfield scoreboard), singing ‘‘Sym- 
pathy for the Devil,’ but it was 
Richards, tearing through a gripping 
guitar solo, who made it work. Mick 
performed almost all night as if he was 


independent of the band, a combina- 
tion of rock royalty — in green tails, 
satin smoking jacket, purple and gold 
cape — and a P.T. Barnum ringmaster 
dazzling the suckers. But Keith played 
like the music still means something to 
him, especially during his long Chuck 
Berry-derived solo on the nominal 
closer, “‘Satisfaction,’’ and his crunch- 
ing chords on the encore, ‘‘Jumping 
Jack Flash.”’ Ron Wood was often 
redundant by comparison. Charlie 
Watts was near-perfect with his simple, 
powerful drum patterns and Bill 
Wyman pushed his rippling bass lines 
through magnificently, even elegantly 
on ‘Tumbling Dice.”’ 

Twenty-seven years into their career, 
the Stones should seem entirely anach- 
ronistic — old geezers pathetically try- 
ing to rock on, oblivious to the fact that 
they were declared dead by punk and 
that the music’s last gasps can be heard 
in the sound of such bands as Sonic 
Youth, the Mekons and Pixies. But 
here they are, raking in enough money 
that without even blinking they can give 
half a million dollars to Hurricane 
Hugo and Bay Area earthquake relief 
efforts. As emphasized by the film clips 
(including Little Richard, Jimi 
Hendrix, Elvis, the Supremes, the 
Beatles, the Rolling Stones) jump cut 
into live action video during ‘‘It’s Only 
Rock and Roll,’’ the band is a living 
time capsule, embracing all the frag- 
ments of rock history — black roots, 
teen rebellion, sexism, over- 
indulgence, corporate sell-outs, gen- 
uine passion and unabashed fakery. 

Fans, some as old as the Stones 
themselves, some born long after 
Altamont, want to join them in pro- 
longing adolescence right into old age. 
They tagged along down a yellow brick 
road of “‘Ruby Tuesday,”’ ‘Play With 
Fire,’’ ‘‘Little Red Rooster,’’ 
“Happy,’”’ ‘‘You Can’t Always Get 
What You Want,” “Honky Tonk

“Brown Sugar,”’ even while Jagger in- 
troduced new tunes from Steel Wheels 
with the disingenuous claim that ‘‘We 
can’t just recycle the old ones forever.”’ 
That’s all the Stones have been doing 
for years, with all too many young 
rockers still lusting after their stardom, 
their drugs, their women, their money. 
But on their own terms, in 1989, 
nobody does it better. a

Forbidden City chronicles a lively chapter 
in SF history

ARRY CHING billed him- 
self as ‘‘The Chinese Frank 
Sinatra.’’ Toy Yat Mar was 
tagged ‘‘The Chinese Sophie 
Tucker.’’ Noel Toy danced in 
the nude, swirling artfully placed fans 
in the manner of Sally Rand. The team 
of Dorothy Toy and Tony Wing hoof- 
ed up a storm, tapping with the ex- 
uberant precision of Fred and Ginger. 


The time was 1940s, the place was the . 


fun-loving liberty port of San Fran- 
cisco, and Ching, Mar, Toy, Wing, et al 
were headliners at the Forbidden City, 
one of the city’s most popular night- 
clubs. For couples and servicemen out 
on the town, the Forbidden City was a 
glamorous, exotic spot to dance all 
night and catch a polished musical 
revue. For the performers, it was the 
first nightclub in the country where 
talented Chinese American enter- 
tainers could get a break. 

The Forbidden City had its heyday 
during World War II and closed down 
for good in the mid-1960s, but it’s 
about to become famous again. The 
reason is Forbidden City, U.S.A., a 
spirited new documentary by Arthur 
Dong that plays at the Kabuki next 
week and will be shown on public 
television in January. Using archival 
footage and glossy still photographs, 
Dong’s film offers an engaging look 
back at the all-Chinese floor shows and 
the nightclubbing phenomenon of the 
war years. It also shows how the club’s 
former singers and dancers, now viva- 
cious senior citizens, broke through 
cultural and ethnic barriers to “‘pursue a 
love for American song and dance.”’ 

A native San Franciscan, Dong 
remembers walking down Sutter Street 
as a little boy and noticing the Forbid- 
den City’s flashy neon sign and its win- 
dow display of glossy publicity photos. 
But he didn’t give the place much 
thought until 1985, when he read an ar- 
ticle in Asian Week about Forbidden 
City dancer Jadin Wong. 

“T had just finished studying at the 
American Film Institute and was look- 
ing for a new story to tell,’’ says Dong, 
whose documentary film Sewing 
Woman was nominated for an Aca- 
demy Award in 1984. ‘‘I’m always in- 
terested in stories about people who go 
against the grain, go against the system, 
who know their dreams and goals will 
not be approved by the mainstream 
society, but who just persevere 
anyway.” 

After some preliminary research, 
Dong knew that the Forbidden City 
performers were his kind of subjects. 
Says Dong, ‘‘These people had to fight 
on two fronts. They had to deal with 
the society’s racism, and also with the 


disapproval of their own families. 
They’d grown up in this American cul- 
ture and wanted to be part of it. But for 
their parent’s generation it was all new 
and kind of scandalous. Going to a 
nightclub, showing your legs in public 
as a dancer — those were ‘white’ things 
to do.”’ 

The project got rolling after a friend 
put Dong in contact with Charlie Low, 
who started up the Forbidden City in 
1938 and owned it until 1962. Dong 
says Low’s marketing smarts and greg- 
arious personality had a lot to do with 
the club’s success: ‘‘San Francisco was 
a hopping town then, and he thought a 
club with all-Chinese entertainment 
would be a novelty, something exotic. 
He was also a great host. He knew 
everybody, and he was Mr. Friendly, 
Mr. Schmooze. He made everyone who 
walked in the door feel comfortable — 
blacks, whites and Asians.”’ 

The film’s nightclub footage is cam- 
py fun, but the most engaging segments 
are the interviews with retired per- 
formers. These likable old troupers of- 
fer a range of sweet and sour reminis- 
cences. The still-glamorous Noel Toy 
talks delightedly of shocking the 
“‘squares’’ with her fan dance. Others 
recall touring in the segregated South, 
and trying to figure out whether to use 
white or black washrooms. Dorothy 
Toy, half of the terrific Toy and Wing 
dance duo, speaks of losing work due 
to her Japanese ancestry, and fleeing 
California to escape the internment 
camps. 

After the nightclub business took a 
nosedive in the 1950s, many Forbidden 
City stars turned to selling real estate or 
working at other trades. But Dong, 
who spent three years making the 
documentary, believes they helped 
break the ground for Asian American 
performers to follow. 

‘‘These people were an inspiration to 
me because they turned their noses up 
at the status quo,”’ he declares. ‘‘When 
I started out as a Chinese American 
filmmaker 20 years ago I had nobody to 
encourage me. But while I was making 
the film these people became my role 
models, their stories inspired me to go 
on. They didn’t set out to change 
history, just to do what they wanted to 
do. They took it day by day, and they 
didit.’’ | 

There will be a gala benefit opening 
of Forbidden City, U.S.A. on Wednes- 
day, Nov. 15th at 7 pm at the Palace of 
Fine Arts, SF. (The black-tie affair will 

feature a reunion performance by some 

of the club’s original singers and 
dancers.) For ticket information, call 
863-0814. The film also plays at the 
AMC Kabuki Theatre from Novy. 16th 
through Dec. 15th. Check local movie 
listings for details.

Filmmakers go in for family plots

F YOU ain’t in a family, you 
ain’t shit.” 





That sounds like a line from 
something, I don’t remember 
what; but it sets the tone for a 
slew of fall movies that have discovered 
the joys of familyhood and hope to 
match the grosses of Parenthood. A 
new generation of filmmakers is com- 
ing to terms with not having sung for 
their fathers. Field of Dreams started it, 
and it will only end when the audience 
stops coming. 

Women in these films, being the 
backbones of their families to varying 
degrees, stand up for their husbands 
when the kids get rebellious. So we 
hear, ‘‘He’s your father. You have to 
respect him’’ (Queen of Hearts), and 
“You can’t ignore him the rest of your 
life. He’s your father’’ (Staying 
Together). There must be a comparable 
line in Dad, but I didn’t get it down. 

Eddie (lan Hawkes), the 10-year-old 
narrator of Queen of Hearts, tells us he 
almost died at birth: ‘‘Dad says that’s 
why I’m special.’’ His father is special 
for making Eddie feel special, and 
Queen of Hearts is a special movie 
because it makes us feel special. 

Call it the English Moonstruck for 
dealing with Italian immigrants and 
their children in their new country, but 
Queen of Hearts is quite different in 
tone, mixing melodrama and magic. 
The opening sequence is right out of a 


James Bond movie, ending in an ex- 
citing stunt — a 120-foot jump. 

That’s how Danilo (Joseph Long) 
and Rosa (Anita Zagaria) elope before 
her mother (Eileen Way) can force 
Rosa to marry Barbariccia (Vittorio 
Amandola). They escape to England, 
but the jilted fiance vows revenge. He 
gets some of it right away because 
Mama, who “‘hasn’t smiled since 
Queen Victoria died,’’ emigrates with 
the lovers. 

Four children and 21 years later, 
Danilo and Rosa face Barbariccia again 
as he too moves to London and starts 
buying up their neighborhood, fore- 
closing on one business or family after 
another. He repossesses the espresso 
maker — ‘‘/a bella machina’ — Danilo 
used to start his Lucky Cafe, and gets 
Danilo and Rosa’s firstborn, Bruno 
(Jimmy Lambert), to work for him by 
giving the youth a chance to feel likesa 
big shot. 

When he’s had all he can take, 
Danilo tells his remaining son, 
‘Eduardo, put on a suit. We strap our 
guns on.’’ He goes to Barbariccia’s 
gambling den and proceeds to make 
matters worse; but it’s still not over un- 
til it’s over. 

A synopsis can’t do-Queen of Hearts 
justice. It ignores little touches, like the 
barber with the ill-fitting wig, the 
woman who confesses other people’s 
sins and the one-eyed man who works 
at a peephole; and bits of magical 
realism, most obviously the talking pig 
that helps Danilo get his first break. 
There’s also Nonno (Vittorio Duse), 
Danilo’s father, whose mysterious 
black box has the power to make things 
right; and Beetle (Tat Whalley), 
Eddie’s best friend: ‘‘Beetle didn’t real- 
ly have a family, so we lent him ours.”’ 

It’s all bathed in golden light and sen- 
sitively directed by Jon Amiel, whose 
The Singing Detective was, I suspect, 
admired more than it was enjoyed. He 
gets fine performances from a cast of 


fresh faces I’d like to see more of. 

There’s talk in the card games about 
a ‘King of Swords,’’ but not a Queen 
of Hearts, so you may not understand 
the title until this Queen adds your 
heart to her subjects. 


AD HAS heart trouble. Well, 

actually Mom has heart troub- 

le and Dad has — you’ll know 
what the first time he expresses an irra- 
tional fear of cancer, common in a 
generation which can remember when 
the disease was as stigmatizing as AIDS 
is today. 

But Dad the movie has heart trouble. 
It’s unabashedly sentimental from start 
to finish. It has some laughs and some 
relatively tough moments, but basically 
you’re supposed to be choking down 
tears all the way through. That’s not in- 
trinsically bad; in fact, I was ready to 
forgive the film everything if it had left 
well enough alone when it reached a 
perfect ending, instead of going on in 
pursuit of bonus bawls. 

Jack Lemmon plays 78-year-old 
Jake Tremont. He’ll probably never 
give a better performance as an old man 
if he lives to be 150, which I hope he 
does. Retired from Lockheed, Jake has 
turned into a vegetable, waited on by 
his domineering wife Bette (Olympia 
Dukakis). When she has a heart attack, 
their son John (Ted Danson) takes a 
break from his high-powered Wall 
Street job to look after Dad. 

John turns the old man into a func- 
tioning human being again, and it’s 
genuinely heartwarming; but that’s not 
the half of it. Bette comes home and 
Jake is hospitalized — not so much for 
having cancer as for the shock of learn- 
ing he has it. Ultimately recovering, at 
least temporarily, he begins acting like 
a much younger man — to his wife’s 
chagrin. 

The rest of the family — John’s sister 
Annie (Kathy Baker, wasted in a 
nothing role), her husband Mario 


(Kevin Spacey) and John’s son Billy 
(Ethan Hawke) — help the folks work 
things out. We’ve already heard how in 
our society, ‘‘old people sometimes 
tend to fall between the cracks,’’ and 
Jake has delivered the lovely message, 
“We're all going to die. Dying’s not a 
sin — not living is.’” He and Bette start 
dancing together in the greenhouse and 
the camera pulls slowly back, leaving 
the kind of picture we’d all like to have 
of our parents, waltzing into eternity. 
There hasn’t been a more perfect en- 
ding for a movie this year. 

But that’s not the end of Dad. 
You’re not going to get out of the 
theater until the old man’s in the 
ground; there’s not a necessary mo- 
ment in the next 20 or so minutes, but 
they’re there. 

The superfluous coda doesn’t negate 
all the good stuff that has gone before. 
It even gives Lemmon an extra solilo- 
quy to help clinch his inevitable Oscar 
nomination (he’s the front-runner at 
this point). Danson gets a few more 
scenes in which to prove he’s more than 
a pretty face — but while he gives a 
creditable performance, he’d be far 
more believable if he let a single hair get 
out of place just once. Dukakis is ex- 
cellent, so perhaps talent skips a 
generation or two. 

Dad was adapted and directed by 
Gary David Goldberg, creator of Family 
Ties. He’s not bad, he just doesn’t 
know when to quit. 


BOUT HALFWAY through, 
A Staying Together starts falling 
apart. 

To that point director Lee Grant, 
working from a screenplay by Monte 
Merrick, has carefully built a small- 
town comedy-drama with a bit of a 
Mystic Pizza feel. We’ve met most of 
the population of Ridgeway, South 
Carolina, and only one of them has a 
drawl; but that’s beside the point. The 
point is, there are so many key charac- 


ters that some get lost for an hour or so, 
a big chunk of time in a 91-minute 
movie. 

The father in question, as played by 
Jim Haynie (seen to better advantage 
recently in From Hollywood to Dead- 
wood), doesn’t deserve a movie. He sells 
the family business, McDermott’s 
Famous Chicken restaurant, without 
consulting his three grown sons who have 
worked there as virtual slaves and have 
made no other plans for their future. 

Brian (Tim Quill, this year’s 
Travolta — oops! I forgot, Travolta is 
this year’s Travolta), the oldest son 
with the shortest fuse, tells Dad off and 
leaves home. ‘‘I’m not sorry,”’ Dad in- 
forms the others. ‘‘It was my decision. I 
made it. . . . 1don’t want to die selling 
chickens,’’ which he calls ‘“‘rats with 
good reputations.” 

The middle son, Kit (Dermot 


Mulroney), is in love with his running 
partner, Daphne Zuniga, even though 
she’s engaged to marry Keith 
Szarabajka, who runs the construction 
company Brian goes to work for. It’s a 
very small town, though not too small 
for Brian to be screwing mayoral can- 
didate Stockard Channing, who is 
twice his age. (Someone should be 
writing parts for Channing, one of the 
best actresses around, instead of 
casting her in demeaning roles like this 
one. See her live next week at Theatre 
on the Square in Love Letters instead.) 

The youngest son, Duncan (Sean 
Astin), 17, is sowing his wild oats and 
trying to become Ridgeway’s — if not 
the world’s — youngest alcoholic, 
while chasing Dinah Manoff, the sexy 
waitress at the restaurant. 

Kit gets a job clerking in the general 
store run by Levon Helm, who fronts a 


band at night. The brothers’ mother 
(Melinda Dillon) used to sing with him 
in high school, and one night he gets Kit 
to bring her to the bar so she can makea 
comeback. Dillon is fine in what is 
essentially a dorky housewife role, but 
as a singer she’s no competition for 
Michelle Pfeiffer, who is no competi- 
tion for anyone who can carry a tune. 

From this scene on, Markham seems 
to lose control of the plot and starts 
pulling on threads in random order. 
The through line is that their father dies 
and the rest of the family stays 
together. The guys grow up a little, be- 
tween boyish pranks, and begin to 
form a sense of their future. 

Staying Together has enough pleas- 
ant moments to make it worth watch- 
ing on video someday, but enough 
flaws and bad scenes to make it worth 
missingintheaters. _ é

Fat Man and Little Boy 
General who? you might well 
ask, as Paul Newman plays — 
very well — desk-bound 
General Leslie Groves, the 
man who chose brilliant 
Berkeley physics professor J. 
Robert Oppenheimer to head 
the Manhattan Project. This 
flat Roland Jaffe film about the 
creation of the atomic bomb 
Starts in 1943, when 
Oppenheimer had the top 
scientists in the country and 
19 months to build the bomb, 
but as Jaffe'’s two-hour-plus 
film ticks away the deadline, it 
also destroys any suspense it 
might have had. Dwight 
Schultz never suggests 
Oppenheimer's complicated 
personality, the too-technical 
film provides no new slant and 
there are too many subliminal, 


non-emotional subplots. 
Bonnie Bedelia as 
Oppenheimer's wife and 
Natasha Richardson as his 
Communist mistress aren't 
allowed to light any fuses, and 
John Cusack and Laura Dern 
only semi-share a doomed 
romance, so that by Fat Man 
and Little Boy's end, the only 
real bomb here is the movie it- 
self. (Regency 2, SF; California 
3, Berk.; Century 8, Oakl.) 


For All Mankind 

In the guise of a single mis- 
sion, Al Reinert has put 
together the collective ex- 
periences of 24 Apollo 
astronauts who, from 1968-72, 
participated in the exploration 
of the Moon. It's an exercise in 
dedicated excellence as he 
reduces 6 million feet of ar- 
chives to an impressive take- 
off, an astronaut’s devotion 
(‘It won't fail because of me’’), 
weightlessness, the crew's 
musical preferences, ranging 


from Merle Haggard through 
Frank Sinatra to Hector 
Berlioz, the problems with 
eating and the inevitable, um, 
outcome of same, the beauty 
of Earth as seen from Space, 
the fear of not getting back, 
which, perhaps, is one au- 
diences will most fully share, 
the landing, the planting of the 
American flag and the dis- 
covery that these men are not 
gods, but mostly fairly every- 
day Joes. As a cinematic 
achievement Reinert’s film is 
extraordinary, and if au- 
diences are less than over- 
whelmed by it, that can only 
be attributed to how biase 
we've become.

Neil Young, Freedom (Reprise) 

The end of the decade has ignited a 
creative spark in certain old rockers, 
perhaps moved to bridge the gap between 
their roles as elders and their earlier posi- 
tions as mouthpieces for a generation's 
alienation. Much of Neil Young's work in 
the past decade seemed to start from a 
concept and rarely get much beyond it, 
whether it was synthesizer pop, rockabilly, 
folk roots or rhythm and blues. 

After indulging in stylistic freedom, he 
has returned to a relatively simple and 
raw mix of acoustic and electric guitar 
sounds, supplemented by moody horns 
and keyboards. The songs sound more 
heartfelt than anything he's done in years. 
They revolve around the ironies of 
freedom — historical, social and romantic 
— and are sung in Young's best fragile 
screech. His guitar playing lurches often 
into loud, grungy abandon in unlikely 
moments, such as the otherwise emo- 
tionally delicate setting of ‘‘Don’t Cry."’ 

Some elements of Freedom should 
please fans of Tonight's the Night while 
others will appease Harvest followers, and 
they come together in a ragtag way that. 
makes it clear why Young is a hero of so 
many post-punk garage bands. Some of 
his themes are tired — overblown 
historical epics (“El Dorado’’), lost 
romance (‘‘Hangin’ On a Limb,” ‘‘Wreck- 
ing Ball’’) and the toll of drug addiction — 
but he can get away with them because 
of his oblique musical and lyrical ap- 
proach. His disgust with contemporary 
culture, on ‘Crime in the City (Sixty to 
Zero Part 1)” and a desolate reworking of 
“On Broadway,” can be read as conser- 
vative or apolitical, but at least he ap- 
parently winces at the legacy of the 
Reaganism he once embraced. The 
album is framed by two versions of the 
sardonic “‘Rockin’ in the Free World.” The 
first is acoustic, in-concert and the se- 
cond is hard, fast and eclectric in the 
studio, and includes an additional bitter 
verse: ‘‘We got a thousand points of light/ 
for the homeless man/ We got a kinder, 
gentler, machine gun hand.” Freedom, in- 
deed.

Kate Bush, The Sensual World 
(CBS Records) 

Kate Bush has such a distinctive voice 
that it’s difficult to criticize her beyond 
stating one's already formulated opinion: 
If you hate quavering sopranos gushing 
sexily about their internal feelings and 
their daddy fixations, you'll have a hard 
time getting behind anything she’s ever 
done, and this album is no exception. | 
admire Bush's songwriting talents con- 
siderably, but sometimes question the 
gestalt of her work, especially when it 
leans heavily on atmosphere and kit- 
tenish vocal gymnastics to get the point 
across, and The Sensual World has a 
whole lot of that stuff on it. 

The title cut — based on Ulysses 
(‘I'm your Machiavellian girl,”’ purrs 
Bush, in a presumably Bloomish lyric) — 
has a Roxy Music-like texture, a brooding 
rock beat that overcomes its 
tunelessness; it’s a sonic blockbuster but 
there's no there there. ‘Love and 
Anger,"’ on the other hand, is probably 
the strongest and most anthemic sing-a- 
long tune. But it’s also the most 
straightforward type love song Bush has 
ever written, and frankly, she’s only real- 
ly interesting when she's being weird. 
“‘Babooshka,”’ ‘Experiment IV,"’ 
“Wuthering Heights” and “‘Running Up 
That Hill’ are all fabulously cool songs 
because they are so palpably not about 
her — or anybody on this planet. 

Bush probably thinks this album is 
more mature than those goofier offer- 
ings, but it’s also more mundane. When 





it comes to the mundane female singer/ 
songwriter sweepstakes, Bush can cer- 
tainly top every entrant in looks, voice 
and production, but the question is, 
why bother?

Galaxie 500, On Fire 

(Rough Trade) 

Galaxie 500's debut Today, released on 
the band’s own minuscule Aurora label, 
was too firmly rooted in the Velvet 
Underground, replete with Lou Reedish, 
spoken lyrics and no other textures or 
ideas thrown in for good measure. 
Perhaps the band — made up of three 
young-looking college students from 
Boston — didn’t have any yet, or maybe 
it was all a matter of budget; it’s in- 
teresting, anyway, that On Fire, the 
band's bigger-independent follow-up, is 
terribly similar to last year’s release — 
but it's incredibly great. 

The mere addition of bumped-up 
guitars, various twittering sound effects 
and singer Dean Wareham's very own 
strangled vocals make songs that have 
the same slow tempo and hypnotic 
druggy rhythms sound fantastic; songs 
like ‘Blue Thunder,"' (a perfected version 
of ''Flowers”’) and ‘‘Decomposing 
Trees,"’ with its odd sax addition, all 
strike one strange note so firmly it holds 
you in its grip for the entire length of an 
album. Galaxie 500 hearkens back a bit 
to the more entrenched bands of the 
Paisley Underwear — the Rain Parade 
and Opal come to mind — but they're far 
more unique and modern; the logical 
successors to the Pixies as great new 
band for the '90s. Check them out.

Smithereens, Eleven (Capitol) 

I've always suspected it, but now | know 
for sure: The Smithereens are terrible. 
Prior to this release, they were too small 
to bash: What would be the point, after 
all, of reaming a band that took as its 
canon all the same sources — the 
Beatles, the Beach Boys, the Byrds and 
Big Star — as some of the best, but 
lesser-known bands of the '80s, even if 
they were a bit more contrived? | guess | 
thought they meant well, that they were 
just one of those four-piece ugly guy- 
bands that wrote catchy, jangly songs 
about girls, songs that, for some reason, 
managed to do a little better than similar- 
sounding songs by better bands like the 
dBs or Dumptruck. 

But with Eleven, the band’s fourth 
album, the truth must be told: These 
guys are stupid hacks. They.may be 
sincere stupid hacks, but they’re hacks — 
nonetheless, and relentless ones at that. 
Between the booming drum sound and 
the banal lyrics, they've created a record 
that belongs in a Camaro, where beefy 
guys can listen to it and think they've 
caught on to “‘new”' music. Ha. The sen- 
timents expressed here are total 
mid-’70s, the kind of ‘| Wish That | 
Owned Jesse's Girl’ songs that used to 
make me ashamed to be female. | don't 
know what offends me most, dumb-cluck 
lines like ‘‘I don't think about the future | 
just live for today," ‘Baby be good/baby 
every night,” “| will tuck you in and kiss 
your tears away,”’ etc., or dumb-cluck 
tunes like that of ‘A Girl Like You.” 

In the Smithereens’ self-absorbed little 
world, women are girls and babes and 
guys are big'n'strong and conceited, not 
because songwriter Pat DiNizio even 
necessarily thinks that way, but because 
that's what he thinks makes a good 
catchy rock song. In which case, it’s so 
perfectly contrived and appropriate that 
the power-ballad, ‘Blue Period”’ is sung 
with ultimate girl-babe Belinda Carlisle.

The label was 
considering moving the whole San 
Francisco operation, which is the 
manufacturing end of the company, 
to New York City, where the bus- 
iness offices are. But don’t fret: The 
label’s director of publicity 
Stephanie Bucci assured me that the 
building has since been declared 
safe, business is back to normal and 
moving plans have been called off. 
As for its new releases, I got an 
advance cassette last week of Opal’s 


new record of old songs, Early 


Recordings. The Southern Califor- 
nia psychedelic folk-popsters have 
traditionally kept a much-too-low 
profile, putting out just two EPs, 
one LP and one single (a fantastic 
rendition of Alex Chilton’s eerie 
‘“Holocaust”’). Though five of the 
songs on this “‘new’’ record are 


taken from the EPs, the record’s 
other songs are some of the much- 
pined-for “‘lost’’ recordings that 


never made it to vinyl. They repre- 
sent the early Opal/Clay Allison
